Not since World War II have Ameri- 


cans been as concerned about the avail-, 
ability of fuels as they arc today. And 
Ihclr anxiety over energy supplies this 
winter is already showing up in on In- 
creased demand for "old-fashioned" heat 
producers. 


Kerosene heaters, additional build- 


ing Insulation, electric space 
heat- 


ers, firewood and even home-made plas- 
tic storm windows ore all "chill chasers" 
being turned to, now that thermostats 
and the country's energy stores have 
been lowered. 


A sales clerk at Wlcboldt's department 


store at Randhurst. who said she normal- 
ly sells ono or two space heaters a day, 


Firewood and longjohus are In de- 


mand. Page 2. 


reports she Is now averaging three or 
four sales a day. 


The store's promotion department 


apparently is also attuned to the problem 
— Wicboldt's is featuring a sale this 
week on the portable heaters. 


Bowcn Hardware in Arlington Heights 


says It plans to order more space heat- 
ers, "if we can get them." Their regular 
stock is nearly sold out, the manager re- 
ports. 


ADDITIONAL 
fiberglass Insulation, 


blown into attics and above garages, at a 


cost of 7 to 12 cents a square foot, Is a 
good way of keeping more heat In and 
the cold out, according to the manager of 
City-Wide Insulation Co. In Elk Grove 
Village. 


City-Wide has experienced an increase 


in the number of calls for more in- 
sulation. The shotgun process normally 
adds four to six Inches of extra protec- 
tion. 


"Everybody's getting their storm win- 


dows repaired," said Carl Buhem, man- 
ager of George's True Value hardware 
store in Elk Grove Village. 


Those without storm windows are nail- 


ing up sheets of clear plastic to help buf- 
fer the winter winds. 


Weather stripping around doors and 


windows and fresh insulation In the attic 


are routine winter maintenance steps for 
many homeowners. But some people who 
in the past "might have let it go," this 
year arc making sure their house is but- 
toned up tight. 


M A N Y HOMEOWNERS fortunate 


enough to have fireplaces are stocking 
up on cut wood or gas logs, and many 
others 
are ordering new gas-fueled 


hearths for their home. 


"People are buying gas logs, so if 


there is some problem they won't be 
without heat," reports the manager of 
The Garden House of Casual Furniture In 
Palatine. 


The store is completely sold out of the 


Ben Franklin wood-burning stoves and 
reports the manufacturer so backed up 


with orders that he has no hope or 
resupply this winter. 


The manager of Kings Row fireplace 


store in the Woodfield Mall says he has 
been selling 8-10 fireplaces a month. 


CraftUne Fireplaces in DCS Plaines re- 


ports they arc two weeks behind in filling 
orders because suppliers are out of 
stock. 


RETAILERS SAY an increase in heat- 


related products is normal at this time of 
year, especially after the first cold snap 
experienced here last week. 


"We always have more people calling 


this time of year. But now I think 
people are thinking more seriously about 
it," says Randy Wilkin of the Wilkin In- 
sulation Co., Arlington Heights. 


Wilkin credited the heightened public 


awareness to President Nixon's speech 
last week and notices from oil companies 
and other utilities on energy-saving tips. 
Additional attic insulation normally costs 
$100-$20fl, he said. 


"Just as soon as you say there isn't 


going to be any, people start stocking up" 
said a salesman at the Heller Lumber 
Co., Arlington Heights. 


"I can remember one fellow during the 


war who heard there was going to be an 
oil shortage, so he stocked his basement 
with coal. After the war, he was trying to 
get somebody to haul it away." 


Northwest suburban residents may not 


be filling their basements with coal, but 
many are finding other ways to help 
guarantee that they'll stay warm when 
winter comes to call.

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Recent pay raises 
to hike garbage 
collection price 


Wheeling residents can expect an in- 


crease in their garbage collection fees 
resulting from salary hike* granted to 
scavenger sen-Ice employes in a new- 
contract last month. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt will meet 


with representatives of Wheeling Dis- 
posal Co. today. "I suspect they arc go- 
ing to tell me what the effect of this In- 
crease will be," Passolt said. 


Any Increase In garbage collection 


rates must be approved by the village 
board. Currently, residents arc paying $3 
a month for twicc-a-wcck garbage pick- 
up. This monthly rate has been In effect 
since the last Increase was approved In 
1968. 


Passolt said the disposal company had 


requested a 75-ccnt monthly increase 
oven before the new union contract was 
approved. Action on that increase was 
postponed so that the village could re- 
search a plastic garbage bog program. It 
was hoped that the plastic bags would 
reduce operating costs, thus doing away 
with the need for a rate Increase. 


According to Passolt, the pilot pro- 


gram on the plastic garbage bags did not 


'Odor violator' 
fined under new 
environment rule 


A Wheeling firm. Feed Flavors Inc., 


has been found guilty of emitting odors 
detrimental to the public health, com- 
fort and welfare. 


The firm, at 263 Alice St., was fined 


$200 for the offense. The case was the 
first conviction for an odor violation un- 
der the newly amended Cook County En- 
vironmental Control Ordinance. 


The Cook County Department of Envi- 


ronmental Control investigated the firm 
after receiving complaints from citizens 
and nearby industries. The inspector 
handling the case testified In court that 
the odor emanating from the factory 
made him "nauseous and unable to cat 
lunch or dinner." 


Fowl Flavors has submitted a plan de- 


signed to eliminate the odors fom Its 
plant. The plan Is now being studied by 
the county environmental department. 


The firm manufactures liquid and dry 


animal feed flavorings used to enhance 
the portability of animal feeds. 


result in the expected cost reduction for 
garbage collection. The manager is still 
In the process of reviewing possible gar- 
bage collection alternatives to be pre- 
sented to the village board for action. 


THE NEW UNION contract for gar- 


bage collection workers Is expected to re- 
sult In a new increase request. The union 
contract, which took effect Oct. 1, pro- 
vides a 75-ccnt-an-hour wage increase 
this year, with a 50-cent-an-hour In- 
crease for the next two years. Cost-of- 
llvlng adjustments arc also Included In 
the contract. 


Other nearby suburbs already have 


been approached for garbage collection 
Increases as a result of the new contract. 
In Buffalo Grove, the Buffalo Grove Dis- 
posal Co. has asked for between a 50-and 
73-ccnt monthly increase. Residents In 
that village now pay $4 a montlj for 
twlce-n-wcck trash pickup. The increase 
would be the second In less than a year. 


The Buffalo Grove Disposal Co. is op- 


erated by the same people who run the 
Wheeling scavenger service. 


IN BUFFALO GROVE, the size of the 


rate Increase is being based on two pend- 
ing proposals. The disposal company will 
seek only a 50-ccnt monthly Increase If 
that village switches to a plastic bag 
trash system and approves a sanitary 
landfill proposed In Lake County. 


If these proposals arc not adopted, the 


disposal company will ask for a 75-ccnt 
monthly rate increase. The rate increase 
requests arc expected to be similar in 
Wheeling. 


Passolt said he will take the requested 


increases into effect in evaluating the 
proposed plastic 
trash 
bag system. 


"Probably If he (Wheeling Disposal's 
spokesman) asks for an Increase, we'll 
put It all together," he said. The man- 
ager noted that any further comment Is 
premature until he knows what the dis- 
posal company Is requesting.

Apartment, townhouse plan may violate village ordinance 
'Common grounds9 may stall project

A 978-unlt apartment and townhouse 


development proposed for G7.3 acres on 
McHenry Road may soon run Into prob- 
lems over the intended use of common 
grounds in the project. 


U.S. Home Corp. currently does not in- 


tend to moke the open space and recrea- 
tional facilities available to all residents 
of both sections of the project. Since they 
do not plan to share these common 
grounds, the project may be in violation 
of Wheeling's planned development ordi- 
nance. 


The Wheeling Plan Commission last 


month refused to review plans for the 
third phase of Lakeside Villas for similar 
reasons. They said this third phase, 
Devoncourt Condominiums, was a mani- 
pulation of village codes because it did 
not share common grounds with Lake- 
side. 


COMMISSION MEMBERS said that 


this restriction of common grounds in ef- 
fect would make the two projects entire- 
ly separate, thus defeating the purpose of 
the village's planned development ordi- 
nance. 


"The planned development ordinance's 


original intent was and still is 16 units 
per acre, allowing the buildings to be 
placed to advantage that open space 
would abound throughout the devel- 
opment," said Herb Lortz, plan commis- 
sion chairman. He noted that open space 
is to be used "by all the people within 
the development." 


Since the U.S. Home project is being 


developed without common grounds for 
all residents, the commission is expected 
to view the development as two separate 
projects. If viewed In this light, the 
apartment section of the development 
would exceed village density maximums 
with a density of nearly 20 units per 
acre. 


The rental section is projected to con- 


sist of 763 units to be built on about 41 
acres. By comparison, the townhouse 
section would have a density of 10.5 units 
per acre, with 210 units on 20 acres. 


VILLAGE ATTY. Paul Hamer said the 


U. S. Home project would be able to 
meet ordinance requirements only if the 
common grounds were shared by all resi- 
dents. "This is the problem, whether 
they could have common grounds,-" he 
said. 


Ken Struck of U.S. Home said yester- 


day his firm has no intention of sharing 
the common grounds among the resi- 
dents of both the apartments and town- 
houses. "They are two individual pro- 
grams, one being a rental program and 
the other being for sale," he said. 


Struck said the townhouse section 


would govern the common grounds in 
that area through a condominium associ- 
ation. He said the apartment area would 
be kept separate. 


WHEN TOLD OF the plan commis- 


sion's attitude toward Devoncourt, Struck 
said he did not think the matter would 
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become a problem. "We are designing it 
in compliance with the subdivision ordi- 
nances as they now exist for a planned 
development," he said. 


Struck noted, however, that he had not 


discussed the matter with any Wheeling 
officials. 


Plans for the U.S. Home development 


are currently in the zoning stages. U.S. 
Home has asked that the property, lo- 
cated between Whippletree Village and 
Cedar Run, be zoned for a planned devel- 
opment. The village board has directed 
the village attorney to prepare the ordi- 
nance, and is expected to act on that or- 
der next week. 


The problem of common grounds, how- 


ever, is not expected to come up until the 
project is reviewed by the plan commis- 
sion. This review will not take place until 
zoning is granted. 


According to population estimates, the 


U.S. Home development is anticipated to 
bring nearly 3,000 new residets to 
Wheeling. If approved, it will be one of 
the largest developments in the village.

The Wheeling Police and Fire Commis- 


sion Is expected to issue its decision 
tonight on the recent suspension of Pa- 
trolman Bruce Batka. 


Batka was suspended for five days for 


the improper preservation arid storage of 
evidence. Chief Peter Guttilla ordered 
the suspension after Batka left a jar of 
gasoline on a desk In the police depart- 
ment. 


Batka appealed the suspension, saying 


he did not have alternative methods of 
storing the evidence at the time. 


The police and fire commission met 


lost week to decide whether to uphold the 


suspension. That decision is expected to 
be announced after final approval by the 
commission. 


Commission members will also pre- 


pare an official list of applicants for a 
position on the fire department. Va- 
cancies will be filled from that list in 
order of scoring. 


A report on the status of police appli- 


cants will be reviewed. The commission 
members will also consider proposed re- 
visions in the commission's rules and 
regulations.

ago. 


He repaid most of the debt but de- 


faulted on the remaining balance and has 
been Micd by the bank In an attempt to 
recover the funds, the bank official said. 


Rentschler has engaged two high-pow- 


ered 
attorneys, 
Albert 
Jcnncr 
and 


George Cotsirllos, to defend him. He told 
the Herald yesterday that the lawyers 
advised not to answer questions or make 
any comments other than those Included 
In his statement. 


"I am heartsick over these charges," 


he said in the statement. "I nm especial- 
ly saddened that my dear family, my 
wife and my children must endure some- 
thing as cruel as this but their unbending 
support and belief in me along with my 
own faith will sustain me through this 
ordeal. In my heart and mind I know I 
have done nothing wrong." 


AMONO THE .10 banks alleged to be 


victims of the fraud attempt are several 
in the Chicago suburban area, Including 
First National Bonk of Northbrook, First 
National Dank of Highland Park, Mid- 
west National Bank of Lake Forest, the 
Bank of Clarcdon Hills, First State 
Bank of Harvard and First National Bank 
of Woodstock.

"We've been swamped with tele- 
phone Inquiries for the past four 
weeks," said n spokesman, "and in 
that time, our business has doubled." 


HVHN THOUGH prices were up, 


two Boston area dealers said they 
were out of wood and, "It may be 
weeks before we get more." 


Longjohns are a hot item, accord- 


ing to retailers. 


"The demand has been heavy," 


said Wally Smith, a buyer for a rec- 
reational equipment store that stocks 


supplies of mountaineering and ski- 
Ing gear. "A sudden run on such ap- 
parel could exhaust our stocks. 
Resupply took a month last year. It 
may take three months or more this 
year."

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Death penalty review refused by court 


Hi U. S. Supreme Court has refused to review a state 


court ruling which struck down New York's limited death 
pcnnlty law as unconstitutional. The New York penalty allow- 
ed lite death sentence for three specific types of murder. 
Illinois Governor Walker recently signed into law a bill re- 
Instituting the death penalty. The highest court is expected to 
get additional tests on death penalty laws in the future. 


N.Y. hospital workers back on job 


Some 30,000 striking New York hospital workers went back 


to their Jobs at 48 hospitals and nursing homes yesterday, 
after voting overwhelmingly to accept a compromise wage 
hike of G per cent. Hundreds of patients were sent home or to 
other facilities during the week-long strike. 


Two men accused of 17 murders 


Authorities In Stockton, Calif., accused two young desper- 


adoes of a string of 17 murders In California and Arizona 
yesterday, and continued to search the foothills of the Super- 
stition mountains for the body of another victim. The county 
sheriff said the slayings were committed to cover up a series 
of minor robberies. 


UAW withholds Ford pact vote results 
The United Auto Workers said in Detroit yesterday it wns 


withholding results of a ratification vote on the new Ford 
contract, which was bitterly opposed by skilled tradesmen. A 
survey of UAW locals around the country, however, indicated 
28.000 skilled tradesmen rejected the pact, while voting by 
production workers was believed close. 


House unit gives Butz power to use DDT 
The House Agriculture Committee has approved a bill to 


give Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz power to approve use of 
DDT in emergency situations such as forests threatened by 
destructive Insects. Under existing law, the power to use DDT 
is held by the Environment Protection Agency. 


Black woman's white husband burned 


The black wife of a white man told authorities yesterday 


that II black men abducted the couple, tortured them and 
burned her husband. Investigators In Broward County, 
Florida, said the burn victim was In serious condition In 
Holy Cross hospital from third degree burns.

Nixon launches credibility campaign 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon began an all-out campaign Mon- 
day to prove his honesty and bolster his 
credibility. 


The first dividend was a statement 


from top Republicans welcoming his 
promise to disclose all the facts about 
the Watergate scandal. 


Press Secretary Ronald L. Zicglcr said 


Nixon intended to answer "fully and pub- 
licly" all the charges against him con- 
cerning the break-in at Democratic head- 
quarters, the covcrup that followed and 
all other areas of alleged wrong-doing. 


Nixon's plan to go to the country in 


public statements, 
news conferences, 


speeches and meetings with congressmen 
was kicked off during the weekend when 
he called Republican congressional lead- 
ers to the White House to outline his 
plans. Monday, he did the same with the 
n e w Republican Coordinating Com- 
mittee, a group of about 20 top GOP 
elected officials and party leaders as- 
sembled by national chairman George 
Bush. 


The President also called in seven 


Democratic senators Monday evening for 
a discussion of the Watergate affair. 


Zlegler said complete files of all alle- 


gations against the President, his aides, 
and his family and friends — most of 
which have not become formal charges 


— were in the process of being compiled 
along with Information to refute them. 


He described Nixon as being "deter- 


mined" not to be overwhelmed by the 
charges and to calmly answer them 
"case by case" and "head to head." 


The President also agreed Monday to 


turn over subpoenaed secret Watergate 
tapes to the courts by Nov. 20 and to let 
technical experts examine them to make 
sure the evidence has not been altered. 


Earlier in the day, Nixon said he would 


voluntarily turn over other materials to 
prove that two vital conversations were 
never taped. 


Meanwhile, a House Judiciary subcom- 


mittee, on a 5-4 party line vote, yester- 
day approved legislation to create a 
court-appointed special prosecutor. The 
full committee takes it up today and 
hopes to complete action by Wednesday, 
since it opens hearings Thursday on the 
nomination of Gerald R. Ford to be vice 
president. 


Braniff Airways and its board chair- 


man pleaded guilty Monday to making 
an illegal $40,000 cash contribution to 
Nixon's 1972 campaign — the fourth cor- 
poration to admit such a violation of fed- 
eral law. 


U.S. District Judge George L. Hart Jr. 


fined the airline $5,000 — the maximum

Board Chairman Harding L. Lawrence 
$1,000 at a brief court hearing. 


Similar charges were brought against 


American Airlines, Goodyear, and Min- 
nesota Mining and Manufacturing. All 
three pleaded guilty. 


The four firms were among seven cor- 


porations that last summer voluntarily 
admitted they had made Illegal contribu- 
tions from corporate funds to the Nixon 
campaign. Executives of the seven com- 
panics are to testify this week at the Sen- 
ate Watergate hearings. 


Leon Jaworski, in his first major legal 


argument since taking office as Water- 


gate prosecutor, said Monday that "not 
even the highest office in the land" has 
the authority to break the law in the 
name of national security.

Israeli troops tore down the 
barricade and reopened the highway. 


In another cease-fire dispute 20 miles 


away, an Egyptian government source 
charged Israeli troops refused to pull 
back from their checkpoint nt the 101 ki- 
lometer marker as called for by Sun- 
day's agreement. 


A withdrawal from the 101 checkpoint 


where the peace accord was signed Sun- 
day would have signaled the first prac- 
tical step toward implementing the 
agreement — hailed as the first stage 
toward direct peace talks between Israel 
and Egypt in 25 years. 


Difficulties arising over application of 


the agreement were believed to spring 
from disagreement over the immediate 
release of more than 300 Israeli POWs 
captured by Egypt in the 18-day war and 
the opening of a relief corridor to the 
Egyptian 3rd Army, trapped on the East 
Bank of the Suez Canal. 


The return of the POWs has been Is- 


rael's prime objective during negotia- 
tions. Egypt had balked at releasing 
their captives until Israel opened the re- 
lief corridor. Israel snlrt It would not 
open the corridor until the POWs were 
handed over. 


In Tel Aviv, the Israeli military com- 


mand reported five scattered incidents 
of small arms fire on the northern and 
southern fronts. 


In London, Premier Golda Meir Mon- 


day pledged Israel will do its utmost to 
prevent a breakdown of the Middle East 
cease-fire and urged early direct peace 
negotiations without preconditions on ci- 
ther side. 


Meanwhile, Secretory of State Henry 


A. Kissinger said Monday in Peking that 
the United States and other countries 


may need to guarantee Israel's security 
under a Mideast peace settlement to as- 
sure any future flareups do not produce 
"a clash of superpowers." 


Kissinger also said the U.S. was willing 


to negotiate with the Soviet Union and 
other nations on an agreement to reduce 
or halt arms supplies to the Israelis and 
the Arabs. 


Kissinger and Mao meet; 
broader relations coming? 


PEKING (UPI) - Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger was summoned unex- 
pectedly to a lengthy meeting with Chair- 
man Mao Tse-tung Monday, contributing 
to speculation that Slno-Amcrlcan rela- 
tions will be broadened in the future. 


Kissinger sent a wire to President Nix- 


on following the nearly two hour, 45 min- 
ute meeting at Mao's residence on the 
edge of the Forbidden City. Details of the 
conversation were not disclosed. 


State Department spokesman Robert J. 


McCloskcy said a joint communique 
might be issued after Kissinger con- 
cludes three days of talks with Chinese 
leaders today. 


The possibility of a communique and 


the length of the meeting added to in- 
dications that relations might be ex- 
panded between the United States and 
China. But officials warned reporters 
against speculation that the talks would 


lead to full-fledged diplomatic relations 
between the two nations. 


The meeting was Kissinger's third and 


longest session with Mao since the U.S. 
diplomatic breakthrough in Peking, but 
his first since arriving here Saturday 
morning. He was concluding a three-hour 
meeting with Premier Cho En-lai and 
preparing to go to a reception at the resi- 
dence of U.S. Ambassador David Bruce 
when he was summoned to Mao's home. 


Chou took part in the meeting on the 


Chinese side along with Foreign Minister 
Chi Peng-fei, Assistant Foreign Minister 
Wong Hai-jumg, who has emerged as the 
No. 3 Chinese officer since the Commu- 
nist Party Congress last September, and 
two Chinese translators. 


Kissinger flies Wednesday to Tokyo, 


where he will remain through Thursday 
conferring with Japanese leaders, and 
may stop in South Korea before return- 
ing to Washington at the end of the week.

Sky lab: new cracks, delay 


CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI) — Dis- 


covery of additional cracks in the Saturn 
IB booster rocket brought a second post- 
ponement Monday of the Skylab 3 launch 
— the last scheduled voyage to Amer- 
ica's orbiting space station. 


William Schneider, Skylab program 


manager for the federal space agency, 
said the new cracks were discovered dur- 
ing a "routine Inspection" of the booster 
rocket and caused an indefinite delay In 
the planned launch Thursday of astro- 
nauts Gerald P. Carr, Edward G. Gibson 
and William R. Pogue on a mission that 
could last up to 85 days. 


"At this point, the launch on Thursday 


has been scrubbed. We will be able to 
tell you tomorrow what the full Implica- 
tion of what we found is," Schneider told 
an afternoon news briefing. 
He said engineers were not immediate- 


ly certain how serious the new cracks 
might be, but that officials felt they were 
"of a serious enough nature that we de- 
cided we will not launch this Thursday." 


There is another "window" on Friday 


during which the rocket 
could be 


launched, but delay beyond Friday would 
mean at least a five-day postponement 
until the orbiting Skylab space station is 
again in position for rendezvous with the 
astronauts in their modified Apollo cap- 
sule. 


The new cracks were discovered as 


launch crewmen were finishing the big 
job of replacing all eight of the 24-story 
Saturn rocket's tail fins, where hairline 
cracks were found last week, causing a 
delay In the originally scheduled Satur- 
day launch date. 


Schneider said engineers planned not 


only to investigate the new cracks, but 


also to undertake a "careful reas- 
sessment" during Monday evening and 
Tuesday morning of other aluminum al- 
loy material in the rocket. It was struc- 
tural members made of the alloy which 
showed the cracks last week and Mon- 
day. 


If these cracks proved serious enough 


to require replacement of the aluminum 
— as was the case with the tail fins — it 
could mean a lengthy delay while the Sa- 
turn was returned to its assembly build- 
Ing, the stages separated and the repairs 
made. 


The cracks in the aerodynamic tall 


fins were blamed on "stress corrosion" 
— the combined effects of corrosion from 
salty ocean air blowing across the sea- 
side launch pad and the strain of the 
tons of propellents poured into the 
rockets.

WASHINGTON - This wu supposed 


to be the year thai U.S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-uth. and other congressional 
conservatives were going to come In 
Irom the cold. 


As the 93rd Congress convened In 


January, this longtime Capitol Hill mi- 
nority was basking In the warm mandate 
of Richard Nixon's landslide reelection 
and hli pledge to slash spending, hold 
the line on taxes and decentralize the 
(cdcral bureaucracy. 


Then the chill of Watergate set In, 


decimating the White House, obsessing 
Congress and sidetracking the kind of 
legislation Crane considers most mean- 
ingul to him and his constituents. 


DESPITE THE Mr. Smlth-Goes-To- 


Washington movie myth, very little ma- 
jor legislation originates In Congress. 
Congressmen work within the limits of 
the committee system, which means they 
normally Introduce a few bills each ses- 
sion, round up as many cosponsors as 
they can, and then concentrate on bills 
referred to their own committees. 


Crane, for example, was principal 


sponsor of eight bills this session. The 
two that made the House floor for actual 
votes were ones that come under the Ju- 
risdiction of his own Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee. 


The real Impetus and pressure for al- 


most all major legislation comes from 
the White House. But the Nixon adminis- 
tration, which never did enjoy much rap- 
port with Congress, has been so besieged 
by Watergate this session that It has had 
neither the time nor the clout to develop 
a coherent legislative strategy. 


CKANB LKAHNED this April 26 when 


he ended up on the short end of a 372-1 
vote that extended for one year 12 health 
programs — five of which the Nixon ad- 
ministration wanted to eliminate. 


"When that package came up for a 


\otc, I asked one of the floor managers 
what was In It and he told me, 'Good 
tilings, nothing but good things'," Crane 
said. 


"Superficially, he was right. Health 


programs arc easy to vote for. But a 
little study showed these programs were 
full of waste and inefficiency. So 1 voted 
against the extension," he continued. 


"At no time did the White House both- 


er to tell us how they felt about the pro- 
grams. If they had, Gerry Ford (U.S. 
Rep. Gerald Korri, R-Mlch.,) House mi- 
nority leader, Vice President-designate) 
would have spread the word and It would 
have meant at least another 100 or so 
negative votes," Crane said. 


CHAM: CONCENTHATED his legisla- 


tive efforts this session on two bills. One 
would have lifted the 1034 ban on Ameri- 
can citizens owning gold. The other 
would have provided federal funds to 
mass transit systems by way of capital 
grants, not operating subsidies. 


Other bills of which he was the princi- 


pal sponsor this session would hove: 


• Increased penalties for persons con- 


victed of distributing narcotics and dan- 
gerous drugs (referred to (he Judiciary 
Committee). 


• Increased penalties for persons con- 


victed of a felony with firearms (re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee). 


• Permitted income tax deductions for 


attending vocational, technical, private 
schools and Institutes of higher learning 
(referred to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee). 


• Eliminated the Post Office's monop- 


oly (In the hearing stage before the Post 
Office and Civil Service Committee). 


• Prohibited qualified newsmen from 


being forced to divulge their sources (re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee). 


• Increased operations of the Panama 


Canal (referred to the Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries Committee). 


CltANE WAS able to achieve some 


progress but no real success with the two 
bills he was able to concentrate on in the 
Backing and Currency Committee. 


Crane has tried to get the ban on 


Americans owning gold lifted ever since 
he came to Congress In 1970. The ban 
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U.S. REP. PHILIP M. CRANE 


was Instituted In the Depression year of 
1034 and Crane feels It has outlived its 
usefulness. 


This year he was Instrumental In get- 


ting a bill through Congress that granted 
the President discretionary power on lift- 
Ing the ban. The President, however, fa- 
vors continuing it. 


"There's no reason Americans 


shouldn't be able to own gold. Many al- 
ready invest In gold stocks as It is. By 
removing this restriction our gold In- 
dustry would be stimulated and more 
jobs created," Crane said. 


OPPONENTS, LED by Rep. Henry 


Rcuss, D-Wls., argued that if the ban 
were lifted It would promote speculation 
In foreign markets, which would add to 
the country's balance of payment deficit 
and result in another dollar devaluation. 


Crane, a member of the conference 


that compromised the differences be- 
tween House and Senate versions of the 
bill, countcrargucd that Americans could 
be limited to buying gold produced In the 
U.S. 


Once the bill reached the House floor, 


Crane tried to add an amendment re- 
quiring the President to make a decision 
on lifting the ban by Dec. 31. The amend- 
ment was killed In a controversial 162-182 
tic. 


Syndicated columnist Jack Anderson 


charged that several absent congressmen 
had colleagues vote for them on the 
House's voting computer. Such proxy 
voting is forbidden. Crane asked Speaker 
of the House Carl Albert, D-Okla., and 
House Administration Chairman Wayne 
Hoys, D-Ohlo, to tighten up voting con- 
trols. So far nothing has been done. 


CRANE'S OTHER prime legislative cf- 


fort was a detailed proposal to provide $3 
billion In special federal revenue sharing 
funds for mass transit systems. The 
money could only be used for capital 
grants, such as purchasing equipment, 
not for operating subsidies to fares, 
routes, wages, etc. 


"My bill reflected the administration's 


thinking and was offered as a substitute 
to a bill by Joe Mlnlsh, D-N.J., that 
called for operating subsidies," said 
Crane, a member of the Banking and 
Currency Subcommittee on Urban Trans- 
portation. 


"My objection to operating subsidies Is 


devising an equitable distribution for- 
mula. The systems arc so diverse that no 
matter what formula you come up with, 
somebody will be shortchanged," he ar- 
gued. 


"Some congressmen don't object to 


that at all, and It looks like the confer- 
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cnce report is going to have operating 
subsidies In It. I expect the President 
will veto It," Crane predicted. 


VETOES ARE an Integral part of 


President Nixon's Watergate-weakened 
legislative strategy. Five times this year 
Congress has passed spending bills only 
to have the President veto them. Each 
time Congress was unable to muster the 
two-thirds vote needed In both Houses to 
override a veto. 


In all five Instances, Crane Initially 


voted against the bills and then helped 
sustain the- vetoes. The vetoed bills were 
for vocational rehabilitation, water and 
sewage funds, emergency medical ser- 
vices, a minimum wage and disaster re- 
lief. 


It would appear such solid backing of 


the President's ami-spending policies 
would explain why a Congressional Quar- 
terly study In September revealed that 
Crane's support for the President's pol- 
icies jumped from 35 per cent In 1972 to 
60 per cent this session. 


Crane, however, contends that his sup- 


port of the President's policies is basical- 
ly unchanged. He says CQ's study is mis- 
leading because It gives equal weight to 
very Important Issues and many non- 
substantive votes. 


For example, Crane voted to override 


two nonspcndlng vetoes that President 
Nixon attached enormous importance to 
— one that would have required Senate 
approval of the President's choice for di- 
rector of the Office of Management and 
the Budget, another that limited the 
.President's power to wage undeclared 
wars. 


"I voted to override the OMB veto be- 


cause I wanted to register my protest at 
the way the White House was ignnrlng 
the advice of members of Its own party 
in Congress," Crane explained. 


TILE WAR POWERS VETO was a 


landmark piece of legislation. It marked 
one of the few times In history when the 
House of Representatives went against 
the wishes of a President. It also was the 
only time this year Congress overrode 
one of President Nixon's nine vetoes — 
and with four votes to spare. 


"I wasn't originally In favor of the War 


Powers Bill. I thought It was too nega- 
tive. But I voted to override because I 
felt the basic principle — Congress reas- 
serting its power to declare war — took 
priority," Crane said. 


CRANE, although a critic of President 


Nixon's handling of Watergate, also dis- 
putes CQ's assertion that Congress has 
not been distracted from other matters 
by the Watergate scandal. 


CQ's study shows that from January to 


the August recess, the 93rd Congress had 
a legislative record at least on par and, 
in some cases, ahead of other Congresses 
in terms of sheer volume (committee re- 
ports, roll call votes, bills passed). 


Crane again contends that much of this 


volume Is trivial. And ho has a point, 
although some very important measures 
did become law during this period — an 
$18.5 billion highway bill with provisions 
to divert funds from the Highway Trust 
to mass transit, a $3 billion law enforce- 
ment bill and a massive new farm bill. 


Crane's point is that much of the legis- 


lation he places a high value on and 
which President Nixon wanted to empha- 
size has been sidetracked due to Water- 
gate. Items In this category arc de- 
centralizing the federal 
bureaucracy, 


special revenue sharing and a more re- 
sponsible way for Congress to appro- 
priate funds. 


"I've often called for a rcassertlon of 


congressional powers, but I think Con- 
gress' response to Watergate has been 
very destructive in tone," Crane noteff.

and then discussed in detail. 


FOR those who are impatient at not 


only the visual pollution of junk yards 
but also at our national inability to 
reuse the precious metals in junk ve- 
hicles, a reading of this enlightening 
report will help quiet the spirit. 


IN THE MEANTIME let it be 


known abroad in the land that since 
1968 much has been done to solve the 
85 problems of the scrap industry. 
Hopefully, in this decade, we will be 
able to reuse a scrapped vehicle, or 
any item made of metal, within 90 
days after it is scrapped. This, it is 
estimated, will reduce the size of cur- 
rent junk yards by some 50<"f. even 
when additional scrappage rates of the 
next 30 years are considered.

A subcommittee of the Vcrnon Area Li- 


brary Committee has been formed to out- 
lino procedures to be used next spring to 
determine who will provide library ser- 
vice to the Lake County section of Buf- 
falo Grove. 


The Lake County section of the village 


is not In any public library district. The 
Wheeling Library District serves the 
Cook County area of the village. 


William Peterson, 410 Springslde Ln., 


Is chairman of the subcommittee. Other 
members Include Village Trustee Jim 
Shirley, Dlst. 125 Supt. Harold Banser 
and Dwlpht Chapman, all residents of 
Lake County Buffalo Grave. 


The committee was appointed lost 


week by Justin Flshbcln, Long Grove, 
chairman of the Vcrnon Area Library 
Committee, which seeks to establish a 
new Vcrnon Twp. library district. The 
committee also hopes to persuade Lake 
County Buffalo Grove residents to join 
the new district. 


Fishbcln said the duties of the subcom- 


mittee will be to define the type of li- 
brary service wanted by Lake County 
Buffalo Grove residents through some 
sort of straw vote or opinion poll by the 
first week of April. 


OPTIONS OPKN to Lake County resi- 


dents of the village arc to annex to the 
Wheeling Library District, join the pro- 
posed Vcrnon Twp. district, work for a 
municipal library district which would 
mean disanncxlng the Cook County sec- 
tion of the village from the Wheeling Li- 
brary District, or postpone establishing 
any library service. 


Flshboln said If Lake County residents 


express the desire to join the proposed 
Vcrnon Twp. library district, when the 
Vcrnon Area Library Committee peti- 
tions the court next spring for a referen- 
dum to establish the district, the Lake 
County section of the village would be 
Included within the boundaries of the 
proposed district. 


Lake County residents would then vote 


In the referendum, automatically becom- 
ing part of the Vcrnon Twp. district If It 
passes. If sentiment Indicates Lake 
County residents would prefer annexing 
to the Wheeling Library District, that 
district would conduct Its own referen- 
dum to bring the area within Its bound- 
aries. 


FIS1IBE1N SAID the Lake County sec- 


tlon of the village is "very Important" to 
the creation of the proposed Vcrnon Twp. 
library district. 


"There hove been some questions as to 


whether or not it would even be possible 
to form the Vcrnon district without Lake 


County Buffalo Grovo," FUhbcin said. 
"Wo plan to do everything possible to 
woo It, merit its inclusion and to win 
It." 


Flshbcln said the subcommittee will 


survey desired services and study ways 
for the proposed Vernon Twp. district to 
meet those needs. 


"The services required arise from the 


wishes of the community," ho said. "We 
will attempt to define those services and 
if we can't meet them, we'll soy so and 
let the people make their choice. We 
know there's a lot of sentiment ripht now 
for us In Lake County, but we believe we 
have to merit that support." 


A DEMONSTRATION library, titled 


the Vcrnon Area Library, has been set 
up by the North Suburban Library Sys- 
tem (N'SLS) to give Lake County resi- 
dents an Idea of the service the proposed 
Vcrnon Twp. district could provide. 


The library includes a stationary facil- 


ity at Adlal Stevenson High School in 
Prairie View and a bookmobile. Both arc 
scheduled to go Into operation by the end 
of the month. 


A librarian and two assistants have 


been hired to operate the demonstration 
service. 


Lynne Butler will serve ns librarian. 


She has a Master's degree in library sci- 
ence from Rosary College and previously 
was librarian of the River Forest Li- 
brary. 


Library assistants are Thcrese Kwiatt 


and Thomas Slevcrs. Both have experi- 
ence In public library administration. 


Mrs. Kwiatt is currently assistant li- 


brarian of the WInnctka Public Library 
and Sicvcrs until recently was the librar- 
ian at N'lpperslnk District Library In 
Richmond, 111. 


riSIIBEIN SAID the new library is ra- 


pidly building a stock of books and 
recently received a donation of 2,000 vol- 
umes from the Highland Park Public Li- 
brary. Other libraries included in NSLS 
have also pledged to contribute books to 
the library. 


An open house is planned for the first 


week in January to allow residents to sec 
the Vcmon Area Library facilities and 
meet the staff. 


According to Joan Wilts, who is in 


charge of registration, more than 1,400 
persons have obtained cards for the new 
library.

Abrams, chairman of the NOISE chap- 


ter's technical committee, has been 
working to obtain Information from the 
FAA regarding local regulations. 


Abrams said the meetings have been 


worthwhile. He also said the committee 
Is hoping to gain the cooperation of air- 
lines and the City of Chicago in estab- 
lishing airplane noise regulations for 
O'Hare. 


Abrams sold n meeting Is planned with 


representatives from the airlines, but as 
yet Chicago officials have not Indicated 
an Interest In the NOISE chapter's ef- 
forts. 


IN ADDITION to local NOISE repre- 


sentatives, the suburban officials will 
hear from Lloyd Hlnton and John Tyler, 
who are now working as technical con- 
sultants for NOISE. The two men have 
w o r k e d with several governmental 
agencies to develop noise abatement 
regulations. 


Both Hlnton and Tyler will explain the 


most recent Environmental Protection 
Agency actions and suggested remedies 
aimed at reducing aircraft noise In the 
near future. 


Many of the NOISE representatives 


have contended airplane noise could be 
sharply reduced with no effect on safety. 


"Right now no one Is doing anything to 


relieve these problems. This despite the 
fact that uxpcrt testimony before con- 
gressional hearings, has pointed out that 
substantial reduction In Intensity and 
area of jet noise Impact would result 
right now If simple changes in flight 
procedures were used by all airlines in- 
stead of a very few," Butler explained. 


• "O'Hare Is here to stay, but plans for 
expansion must be based on some rea- 
sonable, genuine concern for impact of 
jet aircraft on people and not primarily 
on the economy of Chicago," he added.

A penny saved... 


May be worth a small fortune if it's rare; 
and Bob Hopkins can tell you the value

The day the owner of a small DCS 


Plaincs coin shop decided to sell out and 
move to California was the day a hobby 
became a livelihood for Bob Hopkins — 
he bought the coin shop. 


Hopkins, 41, worked as an industrial 


salesman for 14 years, but his penchant 
for coin collecting had been ravenous 
since his childhood days. 


"About seven years ago," said Hop- 


kins, "I had so many coins in my collec- 
tion that I said to my wife, 'Why don't 
we start dealing in flea markets and coin 
shows and try our hand at it?' " 


THE RESULTS OF that undertaking 


can be seen at Bob and Sonni's Profes- 
sional Coin Mart, 652 Graceland Avc. 
The shop's display cases glisten with 
such coins as the shiny old-time Ameri- 
can S3 gold piece, the rare 1892 silver 
dollar and the exotic Northeast Indies 
ducat. 


Although 80 per cent of his business is 


dealing coins, Hopkins also deals in 
stamps and war relics. 


A professional coin dealer, according 


to Hopkins, docs more than stand behind 
his counter all day waiting for the cus- 
tomers to pop in, hoping they will buy a 
coin. 


Hopkins, who lives in Bufalo Grove, 


spends much time in contact with other 
Chicago-area coin dealers searching for 
valuable coins for his own stock or for 
customers who ask him to find a certain 
coin. 


THE SHOP IS closed Wednesdays, but 


that is no day off for Hopkins. He 
spends those days hunting and search- 
ing for coins he or his customers are af- 
ter. The coin dealer also works many 
hours appraising coins, another large 
part of the business. 


For a minimum fee, Hopkins will tell a 


collector what his coin is worth. The ap- 
praising process may take a few min- 
utes, or it may take hours depending on 
the coin, said Hopkins. 


"The rarity, condition and authenticity 


of the coin have to be determined in an 
appraisal," he said. This can sometimes 
be done by just a glance at the coin, but 
Hopkins said he often uses coin grading 
reference books or may even examine it 
under a 400-powcr microscope. 


ALTHOUGH HOPKINS was unable to 


remember the hardest coin he's ever ap- 
praised, but said, "Handling foreign 
coins usually takes more time. Some 
have taken days and they cost more to 
appraise." 


The condition of the coin is also very 


important to the dealer. "I've seen coins 
that could have been worth $1,000 that 
have been ruined because they were mis- 
handled or had 1-oles drilled through 
them to wear as jewelry," he said. 


"I try to explain these thing* to people 


that come in here so they'll know how to 
handle coins." 


Many of the coins in Hopkins' shop are 


in mint condition and have never been 
circulated. 


Most coin dealers, he said, will not buy 


a silver certificate dollar bill unless it's 
unfolded and uncirculated. 


A HOT ITEM in coin stores lately are 


pure silver coins, he said. "The value of 
silver has not only caused collectors to 
go after them, but -.ve get a lot of people 
who are interested in just the bulk sil- 
ver." 


Hopkins said the value of his stoic 


stock varies from day to day from the 
constant buying and selling of high- 


priced coins. "There's no way you can 
tell." he said. "No coin dealer can ha\e 
everything, no matter how large his 
stock is." 


He said some of the coins have been on 


his ihcUes as little as 20 minutes or as 
long as t\\o years. "I've had coins for 
one day and someone would come in and 
tell me he's been looking for it for his 
collection for years." 


Expanding his stock to include war rel- 


ics and military accoutrements was 
practically a quirk of fate. 


"I WAS JUST bitting here one day and 


some guy came in and sold me a couple 
of German arm bands and a helmet. I 
sold them in about a week and got more 
and more into collecting them." 


Hopkins said the prospective market 


for the war relics abo nttrnctcd him to 
dealing in them but said his interest also 
led him to begin reading up on military 
uniforms, insignias and weapons. 


Among his war relics are brightly col- 


ored German SS daggers, medals and 
field helmets. Hundreds of military but- 
tons are included in the collection. 


He said about 90 per cent of the relics 


wore brought back by soldiers returning 
from the war zonrs after World War II. 


"A LOT OF THIS stuff was considered 


just junk after the war but the value has 
gone up considerably since then." 


Many of tlie medals and dasgers were 


never used in combat but were saved for 
military ceremonies and are well pre- 
served as a result. 


Hopkins, a Korean War veteran, said a 


surprising amount of war relic collectors 
arc younger people. "Some even ha\e 
long hair and beards and most of them 
were probably born years after the war, 
but thev still collect the relics."

Floaters arc common In older people. 


Floaters get their name because of the 
floating shadows that pass across the vis- 
ual field. They arc caused by a change 
within the eye. 


The large chamber of the eyeball im- 


mediately behind the lens Is normally 
filled with a gel-like substance not great- 
ly different from Jcllo. This gelled mate- 
rial Is called the vitreous. In its young 
healthy state, light rays arc reflected _ 
through this gelled substance to the rcti-' 
mil screen to provide vision.

stances that they arc passed through. I

am sure most people arc familiar with 
the blending of light rays as they pass 
through water which changes the visual 
appearance of objects that arc immersed 
In water as opposed to their normal ap- 
pearance. 


As the years progress, the gel struc- 


ture in the chamber of the eye begins to 
break down and small pockets of fluid 
arc formed within the gel. The rest of the 
gel-like substance 
tends to 
contract 


some. Then as the eyeball is moved with 
normal eye movements, the fluid within 
the pockets tends to shift. The light rays 
that arc being focused through the eye 
hit these pockets of moving fluid and 
cause movement of the light waves, 
which in turn causes the shadows that 
arc cast across the visual screen at the 


back of the eye. If the eyes arc held per- 
fectly still, the floaters won't be appar- 
ent. 


OCCASIONALLY, with the contraction 


of the gel-like material, there may ac- 
tually be a tear in the retinal screen at 
the back of the eye. For this reason, any- 
one who has floaters should have a care- 
ful eye examination.

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Ethics, economy to be Mikva's issues

Former Democratic congressman Ah- 


ner J. Mlkva of Evniulon entered the 
ring yesterday for an election rematch 
with U.S. Hep Samuel H. Young, R-lOth, 
who narrowly defeated him In a 1972 con- 
test. 


Mlkva, at his campaign headquarters 


In Skokle, announced that he would em- 
phulze the luues of ethics In govern- 
ment and the economy In his bid for a 
return to Congress where he served from 
iocs to 1072. Ho also announced his resig- 
nation as chairman of Gov. Daniel Walk- 
er's Board of Ethics to resume cam- 
paigning. 


Neither Mlkva nor Young arc expected 


to face opposition In their party primary 
elections, as they did before entering one 
of the most closely contested congres- 
sional races In the state last year. Young 
won with a margin of 51.6 per cent, gath- 
ering a slim 7,000-votc plurality In a to- 
tal of about 233,000 ballots. 


M1KVA TOLD reporters he will make 


periodic disclosures during the campaign 
of his Income, and also declared he will 
make public the names of all campaign 
contributors and the amount they give. 


He also set a limit of $3,000 on contri- 


butions from any one source. Mlkva said 
that In the 1972 campaign, which cost ap- 
proximately $200,000, he received contrl- 


Ab would oppose impeachment 


"As of now" former Democratic con- 


gressman Abner J. Mlkva "would not 
vote for Impeachment" of President Nix- 
on, he said yesterday. 


Mlkva said he opposed impeachment 


at this point because the elective process 
"should not be tampered with." 


"The President was elected by popular 


vote Just one year ago, and that ought

Watergate mess once and for all," Mikva 
said that such issues as the environment 
and the economy will have greater Im- 
pact on the election than Watergate. 


Mlkva said he would make no attempt 


to tic Young to the Watergate scandal. 
"Mr. Young was not on the premises of 
the Watergate Hotel when It was burglar- 
ized," he quipped. "As a matter of fact, 
he was engaged In a debate with me. So 
we're both clean."

Businessmen 
want an RTA 


A group of powerful Chicago busi- 


nessmen hopes to do today what no 
one has been able to do yet — con- 
vince the Illinois General Assembly 
that it must adopt a regional transit 
authority plan in the current session. 


The Chicago Association of Com- 


merce and Industry organized the 
meeting as an llth-liour effort to get 
an RTA plan approved. The Assembly 
of about 25 businessmen will meet 
in closed session at 10 a.m. at the 
Tribune Tower and will hold a press 
conference later. 


Thomas Coulter, chief executive of- 


ficer of the CACI, said, "This is the 
most powerful group we could put to- 
gether." He said his own association 
represents businesses that employ a 
total of one million persons, and 
many depend on the CTA and other 
public transportation to get their em- 
ployes to work. 


Coulter said the group will not pro- 


mote any individual plan for an RTA. 
He said there are "a couple of 
simple political compromises" that 
could produce a plan by the end of 
this week, or else the legislature 
should stay in session until it works 
out another solution. With the energy 
crisis upon us, the need for the CTA 
and mass transportation will be even 
more urgent, Coulter said.

President Nixon lias proposed 


some sensible, short-run emergen- 
cy measures to meet projected fuel 
shortages this winter. 


They include year-around day- 


light savings time, restricted work- 
ing hours, lower highway speed 
limits, pared airline schedules, 
cooler temperatures in homes and 
offices, wider use of coal and 
greater utilization of car pools and 
mass transit. 
: We agree with President Nixon's 
'emphasis that the need is to reduce 
.energy waste rather than to sacri- 
fice environmental goals. Our need 
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for energy must be balanced with 
the equally important goal of pre- 
serving a livable environment. The 
energy crisis cannot be used as 
justification for abandoning the 
war on pollution or for ruthlessly 
despoiling the landscape. 


One inevitable result of this 


emergency will be the necessity to 
case clean air and environmental 
standards for high-sulphur coal. 
This involves more extensive sur- 
face or strip-mining operations, 
and Congress should move swiftly 
to enact legislation ensuring prop- 
er restoration of denuded hind. 


Jliijor users of high-sulphur coal 


must also be persuaded to install 
control devices on their smoke 
stacks. 


Beyond the immediate crisis, of 


course, there is the need to explore 
new sources of energy for the fu- 
ture. Tliis effort should include a 
crash research program to deter- 
mine how to reduce the high sul- 
phur content in our abundant sup- 
ply of coal. 


Those of us who live in suburbs 


face a special problem because of 
our near-total dependence on the 
automobile. Without it, we literally

are stranded, unable to shop, to get 
to our jobs, to perform the essen- 
tial functions of living. 


Our system of mass trans- 


portation is wholly inadequate and 
outmoded for today's decentralized

to swallow tax cut schemes without rea- 
lizing that there would have to be reduc- 
tions in government services, and (2) 
that the recent fad for electing politi- 
cians who have worn badges has run Its 
course, the people realizing that crime 
preventing requires more than hiring a 
cop. 


Strauss' conclusions arc attractive, es- 


pecially for the chairman of a political 
party whose elected officials are for- 
ever being accused of profligate spend- 
ing and whose candidates were among 
the first to bite the dust during the politi- 
cal "law and order" panic of the last 


half-decade. In addition, rone of the los- 
ers in Strauss' examples were running as 
Democrats. 


But could the Democratic chairman 


have been straining to find complicated 
answers where simple ones would do? Is 
It really possible that Americans who 
have been assaulted all year with dis- 
closures about corruption in high places 
were unaffected in their voting? 


Both Strauss and his opposite number, 


Republican National Committee Chair- 
man George Bush, have been saying all 
year that Watergate's worst effect was In 
sowing distrust of politics and politicians, 
government and public officials. But 
when the first post-Watergate votes were 
cast, Strauss did not sec in them the pos- 
sibility that the voters turned down How- 
cll, Sandman, Reagan, Stenvig, Nichols 
and Hyde simply because they made or 
represented specific promises to solve 
difficult problems and the voters were 
too cynical to believe them. 


In support of this possibility, it should 


be noted that at least two losers, Howcll 
and Sandman, did offer specific propos- 
als to pay for their tax plans, and that 
their successful opponents, Mills Godwin 
• in Virginia and Brendan Byrne hi New 
Jersey, ran campaigns almost as devoid 


of focused issues as President NLxon's in 
1972. Both seemed to be offering stabil- 
ity, but in themselves, not their plat- 
forms. 


Such a theory is far from proven, but if 


it holds any water Watergate truly has 
damaged the entire political process. If 
candidates in the future must avoid all 
specific proposals and promises, one of 
Ihc central reasons for campaigns them- 
selves has been lost and the long-held 
fear that issue-conflict has been replaced 
by personality competition In American 
politics may be borne out. (UPI)

Young couples must start 
financial program early

Like the play director who commented, 


"When the curtain goes up, something 
better happen fast!" newly married 
couples grow up financially early In the 
first act. Otherwise, the last act curtain 
falls on a morass of debts and broken 
dreams. 


Few couples arc prepared by high 


school or college training to grapple with 
m o n c y-handllng 
decisions 
suddenly 


thrust or. them after the honeymoon. 
Decently I studied n number of couples 
married for Just over a year to sec how 
they had made out financially. Results 
from this admittedly limited sampling 
were most encouraging. A number of 
surprises turned up as well. For ex- 
ample: 


• Who handles the money when both 


young marrleds work? I found two-thirds 
of the brides managing the checkbook, 
exercising major spending decisions, and 
actually paying the bills. 


Which of the pair assumes money re- 


sponsibilities may be decided by default. 


That Is, cither the young bride or hus- 


band ignores the whnlc function, so the 
other picks up the ball and runs with It. 
One may to better equipped by training 
or Inclination to manage tho new house- 
hold's finances. So, he or she assumes 
control. It's not Important who manages 
the new family's finances, but one or the 
other should tackle the Job system- 
atically and with some skill. Both should 
help decide where the money goes. 


• Docs easy credit lure young mar- 


rleds into buying beyond their means? A 
surprising three out of four couples stud- 
ied In depth owed no consumer debts oth- 
er than for a car purchased since their 
marriage. Several couples expressed a 
real fear of slipping Into debt. When one 
couple found they were spending beyond 
their Incomes by simply writing too 
many checks, the young wife returned to 
tho old, reliable envelope method. She di- 
vided cash Into envelopes labeled for 
rent, food, utilities, medical, and others. 


The cash envelope system commu- 


nicates a simple message: when the en- 
velope Is empty, spending stops. Credit Is 
far too easy to get for young mnrrieds. 
Without experience to control spending, 
some couples wind up deeply In debt. 


Until o young couple adjusts their 


spending priorities for a year or two, 
they should stick (o cash. 


• Arc young married couples broke or 


short of Income much of the time? Not at 
all! Young marrleds often earn two In- 
comes at o time when cosh requirements 
are relatively low. With few com- 
mitments for a house or children and ap- 
petites tuned to pizza and beer rather 
than scotch and T-bone steaks, the newly 
married couple enjoys a big gap between 
available Income and required spending. 
Forward-looking couples seize this oppor- 
tunity to save for a house downpaymcnt, 
more education, or funds to start a new 
business. 


• The double Income period appears to 


bo lasting longer with today's newly 
married couples. Plans for starting a 


family may be three-five, or more years 
in the future or not at all. 


• Past dobts pose problems when one 


or both partners bring unpaid bills with 
them. Past debts dampen a new couple's 
spending or lead to more debts. 


• Loose spending habits resulting from 


excess Income and few written records 
may lead to spending control problems 
later. 


Good spending habits established early 


help In later years when a house mort- 
gage, repayment of an education loan, 
children, and upgraded 
recreational 


spending on a boat, skiing, or golf leaves 
little flexibility.

Elk Grove, Wbodfield Bank 
group buys LaSalle National

A Chicago-area banking group, in- 


cluding the Bank of Elk Grove and the 
Woodficld Bank In Schaumburg, recently 
added the LaSalle National Bank of Chi- 
cago to Its ranks. 


Harrison I. Steans and James G. Cos- 


takls, officers in all the group banks, 
agreed with General American Trans- 
portation Corp. (GATX) to purchase con- 
trolling interest in the LaSalle National 
Bank of Chicago. Details were an- 
nounced Friday by GATX. 


The company agreed to sell a 14 per 


cent Interest of its 693,707 outstanding 
shares to Stcans and Costakls for $4 mil- 
lion In cash. Stcans was elected chair- 
man of La Salic, which has assets of 
more than $670 million. 


Costakls was elected La Salle vice 


chairman. They also maintain interests 
In the Hyde Park Bank and Trust Co., 
Marina City Bank in Chicago, First Na- 
tional Bank of Highland Park, and the 
Woodfleld and Elk Grove banks. The five 
banks other than LaSalle have approxi- 
mately $300 million in assets. 


The cash purchase Is to be completed 


by Nov. 30. General American also 
granted Stcans and Costnkis options to 
buy the remaining bank shares for ap- 
proximately $54 million. The option ex- 
pires Jon. 1, 1977. The final price of all 
the remaining LaSalle shares may fluc- 
tuate according to the bank's net Income, 
but It cannot drop below $40 million. 


Tho option price will bo determined 


Nov. 1,1980. 


THE AGREEMENT provides that 


GATX may 
publicly offer optioned 


shares from Jan. 1, 1979 to Oct. 31, 1980. 
The corporation is required under the 
Federal Bank Holding Company Act to 
dispose of its 98 per cent interest In La- 
Salle bank by 1981.

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Would unify municipal standards 
Hearing set on new county zoning ordinance 


hy Al. MKSSEnSCIIMIDT 


A new Cook County zoning ordinance 


aimed at environmental protection and 
elimination of varying municipal stan- 
dards will draw local officials' comments 
at a public meeting Wednesday In Pala- 
tine. 


The proposal. If adopted by the county 


board, could establish "tough" standards 
for zoning changes In unincorporated 
areas and could lend to uniform require- 
ments throughout the county. 


The hearing nil! be at 3 p m. In Pala- 


tine village hall. H S. Broadway. 


Aimed at revising the county's 1960 or- 


dinance, the proposal uill "place envi- 
ronmental protection foremost," Zoning 
Hoard of Appeals Chairman Alex R. 
Sclth said Monday. The preliminary 
draft scheduled for Wednesday dis- 
cussion does not Include planned sections 
that will define emission limits, smoke 
density, waste water disposal and reten- 
tion. 


"We're trying to let village Input be- 


fore this thing Is concrete." said Setth, 
chairman of the board since 1069. "Now 
Is the time to have your say." 


ALTHOUGH THE ordinance legally 


can govern use of unincorporated county 
land, Scith said the 126 municipalities 
may decide to "borrow provisions" for 
updating local zoning ordinances. The 
proposal, prepared by Rolf Campbell & 
Associates of Lake Bluff, was started 18 
months ago and cost nearly $200,000. 


"The span of this study could be too 


costly for a single village to undertake," 
Scith said. "We have areas like Barring- 
ton \utli five-acre lots and other commu- 
nities with half-acre or smaller. By using 
this as a guide, a village can take advan- 
tage of one benefit of metropolitan gov- 
ernment without Its drawbacks." 


"We ore not suggesting a model ordi- 


nance for alt political agencies, but rath- 
er establishing a format, numbering sys- 
tem, standard definitions, uniform no- 
menclature and provisions that could be 
standard In all ordinances," Campbell's 
proposal states. 


The ordinance will eliminate chances 


of deception by developers, Seith said. 
Instrad of current requirements that al- 
low construction of any building permit- 
ted under a zoning classification, "wo 
will give a guy three choices:" 


• The developer can request "straight 


rczonlng, from R-2 to R-10, for Instance. 
We'll say — don't even tell us what you 
arc going to build. Instead, prove that all 
permitted uses arc applicable." 


• The developer could request zoning 


for a planned unit development. To in- 
crease county control, the ordinance has 
reduced minimum PUD acreage from 40 
to 5. The new ordinance would allow spe- 
cial use In any district, but provides 
"maximum control" by reviewing design, 
scheduling and technical project work. 


• Or, the developer could request a 


zoning change based on a specific com- 
mitment to use the land. "We'll say — 
don't give us a fancy story and a lot of 
fancy plans that you're not committed 
to." 


THE ORDINANCE includes eight resi- 


dential classifications, from R-l single- 
family to R-8 special residence district, 
and stricter definitions of three manufac- 
turing-commercial categories. By bor- 
rowing from Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict requirements, the ordinance will re- 
quire a guarantee that the project will 
not increase water runoff. 


A key proposal, Scith said, establishes

Scith said the hearing Wednesday, one 


of three scheduled throughout the county, 
is a first-step in preparing the final ordi- 
nance draft. "Campbell already has SO to 
60 pages red-marked for revision" after 
receiving comments from local officials, 
Sellh said. Another series of 
"dis- 


cussions" will be scheduled when the fi- 
nal draft is complete. 


The zoning board also is required by 


law to schedule a public hearing before 
sending the proposal to the county board. 


"If you had asked me tlirce weeks ago 


when the ordinance would go to the coun- 
ty board, I would have said Feb. 1," 
Seith said. "We won't make that now." 


THE ORDINANCE Is "tough and will

This bazaar had its start n number of 


years ago as an outlet for the work of 
artisans living in Mexico. 


Every Saturday village Indians gather 


to display their uares while itinerant 
painters set up a sidewalk art gallery in 
beautiful Plaza San Jacinto. 


Atmospheric 
restaurants, 
complete 


with fountains and mariachi bands, serve 
late breakfasts, early lunches and after- 
noon tea. 


Center of all the activity is a quaint 


17th-century mansion which houses the 
ba/.aar containing nearly 90 little shops 
run by iome of Mexico's finest crafts- 
men. 


We spent a fascinating hour or so wan- 


dering in and out of tiny shops selling, 
among other things, items worked in 
brass, gold and silver jewelry, papier- 
mache objects, textiles, candles, ceram- 
ics, tile, wrought iron and old-fash- 
ioned candies. 


If you're (lie kind of person who likes 


to avoid hiking all over town and com- 
plete all hour shopping in one spot, I 
definitely recommend Bazaar Sabado. 
Prices may be a trifle higher than other 
places, but the quality is exceptional and 
you are choosing from individually de- 
signed-goods sold by he craftsmen them- 
selves. 


You cannot bargain in Bazaar Sabado. 


But visit the colorful Indian market just 
outside and bargain your heart out! 


We found another interesting market 


on Avcnida 
Balderus and Cuidadcla 


Plaza. At this Artisans Fair handicrafts 
from all over Mexico are displayed. Typ- 
ical workshops arc set up so you can ac- 
tually watch many things being made. 


These artisans are not so tourist-con- 


scious, so you can bargain even more 
here. 


Just across from the Fiesta Palace Ho- 


tcl we discovered Salon de Arte-sania 
Mexicana, where we bought some beau- 
tiful hand-painted boxes, trays and other 
native crafts, 


Prices here are set by a government 


bank which lends the artisans money and 
distributes their products through this 
shop. Nn bargaining. 


Wherever you -ihop in Mexico remem- 


ber that handmade things make the best 
bargains. 


But, be sure of your quality. When con- 


sidering silver products, look on the back 
of any piece to be sure it is stamped 
either sterling or .925 {which means the 
alloy contains 923 grams of silver in ev- 
ery 1000 grams). 


Be wary if a guide takes you to a par- 


ticular shop — such as the Indies Verdes, 
at the city line on the way to the pyra- 
mids. 


You'll find a mind-boggling selection of 


Mexican wares — some high and some 
low. But very likely your guide gets a cut 
for luring you there, so the price will be 
higher to cover his take. 


Picking up momcntos of a trip south of 


the border can be fun — so happy Mexi- 
can shopping!

Mexico—country of many 'firsts' 


Mexico has contributed much which Its 


U.S. visitors take for granted In their 
dally lives. It Is also a country of many 
"firsts" In the New World. 


Hero arc some lesser known facts 


about Mexico and Its contributions to our 
dally lives. 


Mexico hod the flnt restaurant — 
The flnt restaurant — 


. The first restaurant of the Americas 
was established In Mexico City on Dec. 1, 
1525, by the Mayor and his Council, who 
granted one Pedro Hernandez Paniagua 
'.'a license for setting up an Inn In his 
house where ho can receive those who 
may come there, and may also soil them 
bread and wine and meat and other nec- 
essary things, for which ho shall keep a 
schedule of prices..." 


And the first printing shop and book 


puhllthrd — 


The flnt printing shop In the Americas 


was established In Mexico City In 1534, 
upon the suggestion of Bishop Juan do 
Zummaragn. The shop was established 
by Juan Pablos at one side of what Is 
now the National Palace on the Plaza of 


the Constitution In the heart of the city. 


The first book to be published In the 


Americas, probably on Juan Pablo's 
press, was "Doctrlnn Crlstlana en Long- 
ua Mcxlcana y Castcllana" (Christian 
Doctrine In the Mexican and Castllllan 
Language) In 1539. 


And led In education — 
The University of Mexico was the first 


Institution of Its kind In the New World. 
It was established In Mexico City in 1553, 
also on the request of Bishop Juan do 
Zumarraga. 


It was at this University that the first 


class of medicine was taught in the 
Americas, by Dr. Juan dc la Fucntc In 
1578, and also the first class of surgery 
and anatomy, by Dr. Cristobal Hidalgo, 
In 1621. 


II had (he first loo — 
The first known zoological gardens in 


the New World was established in the 
middle of the fifteenth century by King 
NczahualcoyotI In Tczcuco. Montczuma 
II had an extensive collection of animals 
In the gardens of his capital. Today, the 
visitor to Mexico City enjoys a zoo in the 


Chnpultepcc Park. 


And was the first to abolish slavery — 
In the Western Hemisphere, Mexico 


was the first country to abolish slavery. 
Fr. Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla, the Father 
of Mexican Independence, made a decree 
on October 19,1810, in Guadalajara, that 
provided the death penalty as well as 
confiscation of all properties to those 
who did not free their slaves. 


Its people used the first Zero — 
The mathematical concept of zero was 


known to the Mayans long before the 
idea was discovered in India, which Is 
where the Arabs got the concept and 
transmitted it to Europe. The Mayans 
used the vigesimal (twenties) system of 
counting rather than the decimal (tens) 
system in their mathematical calcu- 
lations. 


The Mayans used their mathematics to 


calculate the 584-day period of the revo- 
lution of the planet Venus to within 0.001 
per cent of the correct figure (during the 
time the Dark Ages dominated Europe). 
Their astronomical calculations included 
the exact predictions of eclipses of the 
sun as well as a very accurate measure- 
ment of the year. 


Mexico gave u> many things — 
Chicle, the substance from which 


chewing gum Is made, was brought to 
the U.S. by General Antonio Lopez de 
Santa Anna, after his exile from Mexico 
In 1855. General Santa Anna settled in 
the East and the chicle was given to two 
U.S. entrepreneurs who patented the first 
chicle gum in 1869. The word "chicle" 
comes from the Aztec "Chltli." The Az- 
tecs and other Mexican cultures 'used 
chltll as a gum for many years. Chicle 
comes from the Sapodilla, on evergreen 
tree native to Central and South Amer- 
ica. 


The turkey has been a national dish In 


Mexico for hundreds of years. The Az- 
tecs were raising domesticated turkeys 
long before the Spaniards discovered the 
bird and brought It to Spain in about 1530 
where it soon became a delicacy 


throughout Europe. The name "turkey" 
is neither Aztec nor does it have any- 
thing to do with the country, Turkey. It 
is believed that the name comes from 
the sound made by the bird .. . "Turk, 
turk,turk." 


The tomato came from Mexico where 


it was called tomatl, an Aztec word. 
Brought to Europe soon after the Spanish 
conquest of Mexico, it was not Imme- 
diately accepted (many thought it poi- 
sonous), but the monks in Spain used it 
In their cooking almost from the begin- 
ning. Today, the tomatoes grown in Mex- 
ico arc considered the finest in the world 
and the plant is one of its major exports. 


The vanilla bean also came from Mexi- 


co. It comes from a native Mexican plant 
that Is a member of the climbing orchid 
family. Its native name was tlibtochitl 
(black flower). The Spaniards could not 
pronounce the word, so they called it va- 
nilla, meaning little pod. The origin of 
the plant in Mexico is lost in history, but 
it is known that Aztec emperors de- 
manded a tribute of these beans from the 
Totonac Indians. The emperors used the 
bean to mix with chocolate for a "flavor 
worthy of the gods." 


The avocado Is a native to the Valley 


of Mexico and was used in a form of 
guacamolc (mashed avocado mixed with 
tomatoes and hot peppers) by the Aztecs. 
The aguacatc, as It is known In Mexico, 
came to the U.S. from a parent plant in 
Atllxeo, State of Pueblo, and is now suc- 
cessfully grown in both California and 
Florida. 


Our word cigar and cigarette came 


from the Mayan word xigar, which 
means "to suck." The upper class Aztecs 
used tobacco extensively (the km or 
classes were forbidden this pleasure). 
They smoked It wrapped In small thin 
leaves (cigarettes), wrapped In tobacco 
leaves (cigars) and in pipes. They also 
inhaled it in a powdered form (snuff) 
and chewed it. 


All of these facts were compiled by the 


Mexican National Tourist Council.

tal return to Mexico — retracing a route 
tltcy'd followed on their first trip a dozen 
yc°ars before — Mexico City, Acapulco, 
Taxco and Cuernavaca.

a starry Mexican sky to a mariachi bond 
high on a liilltop overlooking the bay — 
or walked barefoot on a balmy midnight 
along Condcsa Beach with the most im- 
portant guy In the world, your heart tells 
you to go back to see if you can recap- 
ture the magic. 


In Acapulco it's possible. Anything is 


— because, like they say, Acapulco is 
"where It's at." 


Our last trip to Mexico had been 14 


jcars before. B. K. (before kids). We'd 
spent nearly n month then covering all of 
Mexico City and its environs, driving to 
Taxco and Cuernavaca and ending up in 
Acapulco for ten days. 


That particular circuit has always 


been one of the most popular tourist 
routes. And we think It's a good one — 
especially for first-timers to Mexico. 


We found overwhelming changes In 14 


years. Yet the charm, the dazzling beau- 
ty, the variety and the overall emotional 
experience of these places Is still just as 
we'd remembered it. 


In Acapulco the expansion has been 


like wow! The once sleepy little fishing 
village with its magnificent bay and 
backdrop of towering mountains has 
more titan doubled In size since 1959 — 
with n fantastic building boom of beau- 
tiful luxury hotels along beaches we re- 
member as being practically deserted. 


Tho first time we came here, before 


the dnjs of air conditioning In Acapulco, 
we stayed In the southwest area where 
hotels arc perched cliffsidc to catch the 
cooling ocean breezes. 


Ours was the Palaclo Tropical which 


one reached by driving up a steep rug- 


ged winding hillside. The view was spec- 
tacular. 


It still is. The hotel is now the Casab- 


lanca Tropical, and like the other hotels 
in tills older section of the resort area, 
its rooms arc less expensive than the 
newer hotels — $24 with meals included. 


Also located in this "original" Aca- 


pulco is the famous El Mlrador, site of 
the celebrated La Pcrla nightclub where 
the divers plunge 125 feet from a plat- 
form into a rock-lined cove, timing their 
descent to coincide with the arrival of an 
Incoming breaker. 


We found the show every bit as ex- 


citing as it was 14 years ago — and the 
dinner, which came to $15 for two, 
seemed even better than before. 


Tho big Influx of palatial new hotels 


has been cast of the downtown area right 
on (lie beach. 


We stayed at the posh, informal Con- 


dcsa del Mar, an 18-story high-rise with 
500 rooms, with a fabulous balcony view 
from each one. 


The hotel is owned by Americana, a 


subsidiary of American Airlines, which 
also owns the El Presidente next-door. 


Other beachfront luxury hotels include 


the Acapulco Malibu, Acapulco Regent, 
Acapulco Royal, Maralisa, Paraiso Mar- 
riott and Hyatt Regency Palza Inter- 
national. 


Winter rates (from Dec. 1 through 


April 15 or May 1) begin at $42 a day per 
person (with continental breakfast). Off- 
season rates are from 35 per cent to 50 
per cent less.

rants of Mexico City and other cosrno- 
potitnn centers. In smaller tours, how- 
ever, or Isolated areas, stick to meats in 
the Inland area and seafood on thu 
coasts. Chicken is a good choice wher- 
ever you go. 


• Bargaining Is a way of life in Mexi- 


co. The average Mexican Is disappointed 
if you pay his asking price and don't 
liagglo. Start by offering half the price 
on a large item and bo prepared to pay 
about three-fourths of the original price. 
On a small item just hesitate and the 
price ulll be automatically lowered. 


• In any emergency, contact the near- 


est U.S. consullate or the American Em- 
bassy In Mexico Cily. which has an offi- 
cer on duty 24 hours a day to help U.S. 
citizens with such problems as Illness or 
an unexpected need to return home. 


• If you find yourself short of coins, 


street vendors all over the country arc 
usually very nice about making small 
change. Just ask for camblo (cah-bc-oh). 


• Rcstrooms nrc designated by Cabal- 


Icros imen) and Dams (women). 


• Stores and tourist attractions in 


Mexico City arc usually open all day. 
Siesta time Is still observed in smaller 
cities and rural areas. The hours vary 
from place to place, but a common pat- 
tern is to stay open from ID a.m. until 2 
p.m. and 4 p.m. to 7 p.m. 


• Mu<t of the better hotels, restau- 


rants, nightclubs, and stores accept ma- 
jor credit cards. Gas stations do not. 


• Purified water Is provided in all ho- 


tel rooms, usually in pitchers or bottles. 
Some of the newer hotels have purified 
tap water. If you're not sure about this, 
ask. Otherwise don't use tap water for 


brushing your teeth. 


• Be sure to take along good quality

to do .so without your guide. Guides cus- 
luninnly receive a percentage of the 
sales price for bringing a customer in u 
Miop. 


• If you want to take someone's pic- 


ture, nsk i in sign language if >ou don't 
speak Spanish) whether or not he ob- 
jects.

MEXICO.CITY — (NBA) —The name 


Cancun will someday be as familiar to 
international fun-and sun-seekers as Aca- 
pulco, Nassau and Jamaica are today. 


It will, If years of careful planning by 


dynamic Mexican bureaucrats, comput- 
erized analyses and the Investment of 
millions of dollars — not to mention 
s p a r k l i n g beaches, unspoiled scen- 
ery, ideal climate and nearby arch- 
eological treasures — have anything to 
do with it. 


Cancun (pronounced "kankoon") is a 


narrow, 14-mlle-Iong Island on the tip of 
the Yucatan peninsula jutting into the 
Mexican Caribbean. Uninhabited until a 
few years ago, except for transient fish- 
ermen, by the height of the coming tour- 
ist season the island will boast a min- 
imum of 1,000 hotel rooms ready for oc- 
cupancy. 


A completed 200-foot bridge will con- 


nect Cancun with the mainland and pro- 
vide access to a new international air- 
port, capable of handling the biggest 
jets, which is scheduled to go into oper- 
ation by the end of this year. 


The Mexican government, which so far 


has committed $100 million to the proj- 
ect, expects 60,000 tourists to come to 
Cancun In Its first year. It is confi- 
dent that In 10 years a half-million will 
visit the resort, and by 1993 a million a 
year. 


Why Cancun? One answer is simply 


that tourism represents Mexico's great- 
est source of foreign revenue. In 1972, 
some 2.9 million visitors — about seven 
of every eight of them from the United 
States — spent $737 million in the coun- 
try. 


It's estimated that every 17 tourists 


provide a livelihood for one Mexican for 
one year, and provide it for those who 
need it most — low-skilled no-skilled 
people. 


In 1967, the Banco de Mexico, the 


equivalent of the U. S. Federal Reserve, 
set up a trust called the Fund for the 
Promotion of Tourism Infrastructure lo 
study the feasibility of creating one or 
more new recreational zones in Mexico. 
("Infrastructure" refers to essential fa- 


cilities like power, water, roads, etc., 
basic to resort development.) 


Eventually, the choice narrowed down 


to Cancun on the Caribbean coast and 
Ixtapa on the Pacific coast as the ideal 
"resorts of the future." 


Geographically, Cancun was found to 


have a lot going for it besides its sun- 
favored location (an average no-degree 
temperature with no extremes of hot or 
cold) and its proximity to such famed 
Mayan ruins as Chichcn-Itza. 


What followed was the formulation of a 


master plan for Cancun, using an initial 
$21.5-million loan from the Inter-Ameri- 
can Development Bank plus $25.6 million 
of Mexican government money, to devel- 
op a basic infrastructure of roads, public 
utilities and an international airport. 


Most of Cancun's hotels (a total of 


10,000 rooms is projected by 1993), ma- 
rinas, golf clubs, night clubs and other 
leisure facilities are to be financed and 
built by private investors, including for- 
eigners under a new Mexican law per- 
mitting non-Mexicans to own real estate. 


Cancun City, a support center for re- 


sort employes and other permanent resi- 
dents, is going up on the mainland. 
Homes, schools, churches, clinics, shop- 
ping centers, a convention center and 
municipal building arc to be built 
through INFHATUH. Ultimately, the city 
will house a population of up to 70,000. 


Where does the jaded jetsettur go after 


he's seen Acapuleo and the Bahamas? 
Mexico, which still offers a bargain for 
the weakened American dollar is betting 
on Cancun.

tunnels of lacy volcanic rocks post glis- 
tening stalactites and stalagmites — 
looming in eerie formations that re- 
semble whatever the visitor's imagina- 
tion dictates. The various galleries bear 
such names as the Ovens, The Fountains, 
Dante's Pass and Little Inferno. One of 
the subterranean halls is half n mile 
long, 400 feet wide and 300 feet from 
floor to ceiling. 


The Cacahuamllpa Caves were dis- 


covered by an inquisitive Englishman 
just over a century ago. He found his 
way In, but getting out posed the prob- 
natural doorway some 70 feet high and 
150 feet wide. A stairway leading down to 
the first vast gallery, or room, has hand 
lorn. Several months after he dis- 
appeared, a scorch party found his body 


and buried him on the site, a cross 
marks the grave. 


The caves were known to the local In- 


dians long before the luckless Briton. Ac- 
cording to one legend, an Indian chief 
caught In a pre-Columbian coup d'etat 
hid his daughter in the caves and con- 


vinced the new rulers she was a goddess. 


The daughter counseled "divinely" 


from various hiding points inside the 
mouh of the cave. And the Indians, in all 
due respect to underground dietles, 
heeded her advice — namely, to restore 
the deposed chief (her father.) to power.

Dear Dorothy: Can you freeze fresh 


mushrooms? If so, how? 


—Ada 0. 


Yes, indeed. While most vegetables are 


blanched before freezing, it's better to 
steam mushrooms. Choose mushrooms 
free from spots and decay and wash 
thoroughly In cold water. Trim off ends 
of stems and if mushrooms are larger 
than one inch across, slice or cut into 
quarters. For steaming, mushrooms will 
have better color if dipped for five min- 
utes in a solution containing one tea- 
spoonful lemon juice or one and one-half 
tcaspoonfuls citric acid to a pint of wa- 
ter. Then steam. Whole mushrooms take 
five minutes; buttons or quarters three 
and n half; and slices three minutes. 
Cool promptly in cold water and pack in 
containers, leaving half an inch head 
space. 


I usually do mine the old-fashioned 


way. They are thoroughly cleaned — ei- 
ther quartered or left whole If small — 
sauted in fat for about five minutes, then 
cooled and put Into layers In a plastic 
container.

promising results, but thus far the big 
breakthrough that would offset current 
fuel shortages has not been forthcoming. 


That, then, was the subject I took up 


with Sam Harkenback, the Foundation's 
executive director, when I arrived at the 
proving grounds. 


Was there anything in the works that 


might turn the fuel situation around with- 
in the next six years? 


Harkenback seized me by the elbow 


and guided me to a soggy field fetid with 
decaying ferns and bulrushes. 


"My dear sir," he said proudly, "take 


a look at the world's first synthetic peat 
bog." 


YOU MAY BE certain that the impli- 


cations of this revelation did not escape 
me. 


Peat bogs are a major fuel supply in a 


number of countries, notably Ireland and 
the Soviet Union. But for reasons that 
need not be enumerated here, peat power 
has never caught on in this country. 


If, however, peal could be produced on 


a large scale synthetically, it could bo 


the answer to the loss of oil from the 
Middle East. 


"Unfortunately the trend in this coun- 


try has been to drain the sloughs, mar- 
shes and fens," Harkenback told me. 


"THE FIHST STEP in the peat project 


will be to reverse the process and turn 
vast portions of America into artificial 
quagmires. 


"The Mojave Desert, for example, is a 


big zilch as far as energy is concerned, 
but it would be an ideal location for a 
peat bog." 


Then Harkenback dropped his block- 


buster. 


"The peat itself will be only a bypro- 


duct," he confided. "What we are really 
shooting for is the production of large 
quantities of ersatz swamp gas for con- 
version into fuel." 


I left the Foundation feeling confident 


that the energy crisis will be short lived. 
If there is any field in which the govern- 
ment has abundant expertise, man-made 
morasses are it.

line procedures to be used next spring to 
determine who will provide library ser- 
vice to the Lake County section of Buf- 
falo Grove. 


The Lake County section of the village 


U not In any public library district. Tho 
Wheeling Library District serves the 
Cook County area of the village. 


\\llllam Peterson, -ito Springsidc Ln., 


Is chairman of tho subcommittee. Other 
members Include Village Trustee Jim 
Shirley, Dist. 123 Supt. Harold Banscr 
and Dwlght Chapman, all residents of 
Lake County Buffalo Grove. 


The committee was appointed last 


week by Justin Flshbcln, Long Grove, 
chairman of the Vcrnon Area Library 
Committee, which seeks to establish a 
new Vcrnon Twp library district. The 
committee also hopes to persuade Lake 
County Buffalo Grove residents to join 
the new district. 


Flshbcln said the duties of the subcom- 


mittee will be to define the type of li- 
brary service wanted by Lake County 
Buffalo Grove residents through some 
sort of straw vote or opinion poll by the 
first week of April. 


OPTIONS OPEN to Lake County resi- 


dents of the village arc to annex to the 
Wheeling Library District, join the pro- 
posed Vcrnon Twp. district, work for a 
municipal library district which would 
mean dlsanncxlng the Cook County sec- 
tion of the village from the Wheeling Li- 
brary District, or postpone establishing 
any library service. 


Flshbcln said if Lake County residents 


express the desire to join the proposed 
Vcrnon Twp. library district, when the 
Vcrnon Area Library Committee peti- 
tions the court next spring for a referen- 
dum to establish the district, tho Lake 
County section of the village would be 
Included within the boundaries of the 
proposed district. 


Lake County residents would then vote 


In the referendum, automatically becom- 
ing part of the Vcrnon Twp. district if it 
passes. If sentiment Indicates Lake 
County residents would prefer annexing 
to the Wheeling Library District, that 
district would conduct its own referen- 
dum to bring tho area within its bound- 
aries. 


FISIIBEIN SAID the Lake'County sec- 


tion of the village Is "very Important" to 
the creation of the proposed Vernon Twp. 
library district. 


"There have been some questions as to 


whether or not it would even be possible 
to form the Vernon district without Lake 
County Buffalo Grove," Flshbcin said. 
"We plan to do everything possible to 
woo It, merit Its inclusion and to win 
it" 


Flshbcln said the subcommittee will 


survey desired services and study ways 
for the proposed Vernon Twp. district to 
meet those needs. 


"The services required arise from the 


wishes of the community," he said. "We 
will attempt to define those services and 
If we can't meet them, we'll say so and 
let the people make their choice. We 
know there's a lot of sentiment right now 
for us in Lake County, but we believe we

Buffalo Grove Disposal has told the vil- 


lage it will accept a 50 cent increase 
rather than 75 cents, providing the vil- 
lage approves the proposed sanitary 
landfill In Lake County and if the village 
switches to a "sack system" of disposing 
of garbage. 


Larson said the landfill and a system 


where residents would be required to put 
garbage out in plastic or paper bags, In- 
stead of cans, would cut the pickup costs. 
Thus, Buffalo Grove Disposal could af- 
ford to charge the lower rate, he said. 


"Having a landfill nearby would cut 


down on their hauling expense on truck 
loads of garbage picked up in the vil- 
lage," Larson said. 


AT PRESENT, garbage is taken to 


landfills In Northflcld and Wauconda. 
Larson predicted Buffalo Grove Disposal 
would save about two hours a day If 
there was a landfill in Buffalo Grove 
where It could dump garbage. 


The landfill has been proposed for a 96- 


acrc site directly north of Horatio Gar- 
dens. It is bordered on the north by 
Busch Road and is on both sides of the 
Soo Line Railroad tracks. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong has ap- 


pointed a special committee to study the 
proposal and make recommendations to 
the village board. The village expects to 
get petitions from the property owners 
within the next several weeks asking the 
village for annexation of the proposed 
landfill site. 


In addition to the landfill, Larson said 


the village will consider passing an ordi- 
nance stating that residents must dispose 
of their garbage in sacks. Such a system, 
he said, would be more convenient and 
save time for scavengers. 


THE SYSTEM also would eliminate 


the problem of overfilled garbage cans 
which are unattractive and can create 
health hazards, Larson said. If the vil- 
lage switched to bags, there also would 
be no cans blowing Into streets after the 
trash was picked up, he added. 


Larson said he would like to see the 


village switch to bags by May 1,1974. He 
predicts the initial cost to each resident 
would be $13.45 This would Include a 
stand, holder and 25 garbage bags. 


The village has about 44 years remain- 


Ing on Its five-year contract with Buffalo 
Grove Disposal. In 1969, when the village 
signed the initial cost with the firm, resi- 
dents were charged $350 a month for 
garbage pickup. This rate was raised last 
March to Its present level of $4. 


THE AQUA DOME swimming pool in Buffalo Grove 
High School is now open and park district swim classes 
are in full swing. The pool opening, originally scheduled 
for Labor Day, was set back repeatedly because of de- 


lays in construction. Swim classes finally began 10 days 
ago.

Officials from more than 65 suburban 


communities which surround O'Harc air- 
port will meet Thursday In an effort to 
form a political coalition aimed at reduc- 
ing noise. 


The session, to be held at 8 p.m. at the 


O'Harc Inn, at Hlgglns and Mannheim 
roads in Roscmont, Is being organized by 
the newly created O'Harc chapter of the 
N a t i o n a l Organization to Insure a 
Sound-controlled Environment (NOISE). 


"Our goal Is to develop a means of pre- 


senting a unified voice In discussions 
which will be held with airport author- 
ities," said Park Ridge Mayor Martin 
Butler, who Is heading the NOISE effort. 


Members of the NOISE organization 


hope to work out local procedures for re- 
ducing noise pollution with officials from 
Chicago. 


THE GROUP, formed last August, Is 


seeking to improve federal regulation of 
airport noise. 


DCS Plaincs Aid. Alan Abrams, (Bin) 


has held a number of meetings with local 
officials of the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration to sot up a procedure for making 
recommendations 
concerning 
noise 


abatement procedures, 


Abrams, chairman of the NOISE chap- 


ter's technical committee, has been 
working to obtain information from the 
FAA regarding local regulations. 


Abrams said the meetings have been 


worthwhile. He also said the committee 
Is hoping to gain tho cooperation of air- 


lines and the City of Chicago In estab- 
lishing airplane noise regulations for 
O'Hare. 


Abrams said a meeting is planned with 


representatives from the airlines, but as 
yet Chicago officials have not Indicated 
an interest in the NOISE chapter's ef- 
forts. 


IN ADDITION to local NOISE repre- 


sentatives, the suburban officials will 
hear from Lloyd Hlnton and John Tyler, 
who arc now working as technical con- 
sultants for NOISE. The two men have 
w o r k e d with several governmental 
agencies to develop noise abatement 
regulations. 


Both Hlnton and Tyler will explain the 


most recent Environmental Protection 
Agency actions and suggested remedies 
aimed at reducing aircraft noise In the 
near future. 


Many of the NOISE representatives 


have contended airplane noise could be 
sharply reduced with no effect on safety. 


"Right now no one Is doing anything to 


relieve these problems. This despite the 
fact that expert testimony before con- 
gressional hearings, has pointed out that 
substantial reduction in Intensity and 
area of jet noise Impact would result 
right now If simple changes in flight 
procedures were used by all airlines in- 
stead of a very few," Butler explained. 


"O'Harc Is here lo stay, but plpns for 


expansion must be based on some rea- 
sonable, genuine concern for impact of 
jet aircraft on people and not primarily 
on the economy of Chicago," he added.

The day the owner of a small DCS 


Plaincs coin shop decided to sell out and 
move to California was the day a hobby 
became a livelihood for Bob Hopkins — 
he bought the coin shop. 


Hopkins, 41, worked as an Industrial 


salesman for 14 years, but his penchant 
for coin collecting had been ravenous 
since his childhood days. 


"About seven years ago," said Hop- 


kins, "I had so many coins in my collec- 
tion that I said to my wife, 'Why don't 
we start dealing in flea markets and coin 
shows and try our hand at it?' " 


THE KESULTS OF that undertaking 


can be seen at Bob and Sonni's Profes- 
sional Coin Mart, 652 Graceland Ave. 
The shop's display cases glisten with 
such coins as the shiny old-time Ameri- 
can $3 gold piece, the rare 1892 silver 
dollar and the exotic Northeast Indies 
ducat. 


Although BO per cent of his business is 


dealing coins, Hopkins also deals in 
stamps and war relics. 


A professional coin dealer, according 


to Hopkins, does more than stand behind 
his counter all day waiting for the cus- 
tomers to pop in, hoping they will buy a 
coin. 


Hopkins, who lives in Bufalo Grove, 


spends much time in contact with other 
Chicago-area coin dealers searching for 
valuable coins for his own stock or far 
customers who ask him to find a certain 
coin. 


THE SHOP IS closed Wednesdays, but 


that is no day off for Hopkins. He 
spends those days hunting and search- 
ing for coins he or his customers arc af- 
ter.

"Right now no one Is doing anything to 


This despite the 
fact that expert testimony before con- 
gressional hearings, has pointed out that 
substantial reduction In intensity and 
area of jet noise Impact would result 
right now If simple changes In flight 
procedures were used by all airlines in- 
stead of a very few," Butler explained. 


"O'Harc Is here to stay, but plans for 


expansion must be based on some rea- 
sonable, genuine concern for Impact of 
jet aircraft on people and not primarily 
on the economy of Chicago," he added.

A penny saved... 


May be worth a small fortune if it's rare; 


and Bob Hopkins can tell you the value 


by JOHN MAES 


The day the owner of a small Des 


Plaines coin shop decided to sell out and 
move to California was the day a hobby 
became a livelihood for Bob Hopkins — 
he bought the coin shop. 


Hopkins, 41, worked as an industrial 


salesman for 14 years, but his penchant 
for coin collecting hod been ravenous 
since his childhood days. 


"About seven years ago," said Hop- 


kins, "I had so many corns in my collec- 
tion that I said to my wife, 'Why don't 
we start dealing In flea markets and coin 
shows and try our hand at it?'" 


THE RESULTS OF that undertaking 


can be seen at Bob and Sonnl's Profes- 
sional Coin Mart, 652 Gracelnnd Ave. 
The shop's display coses glisten with 
such coins as the shiny old-time Ameri- 
can $3 gold piece, the rare 1892 silver 


dollar and the exotic Northeast Indies 
ducat. 


Although 80 per cent of his business is 


dealing coins, Hopkins also deals In 
stamps and war relics. 


A professional coin dealer, according 


to Hopkins, does more than stand behind 
his counter all day waiting for the cus- 
tomers to pop In, hoping they will buy a 
coin. 


Hopkins, who lives In Bufalo Grove, 


spends much time in contact with other 
Chicago-area coin dealers searching for 
valuable coins for his own stock or for 
customers who ask him to find a certain 
coin. 


THE SHOP IS closed Wednesdays, but 


that is no day off for Hopkins. He 
spends those days hunting and search- 
ing for coins he or his customers are af- 
ter. The coin dealer also works many 
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hours appraising corns, another large 
part of the business. 


For a minimum fee, Hopkins will tell a 


collector what his coin is worth. The ap- 
praising process may take a few min- 
utes, or it may take hours depending on 
the coin, said Hopkins. 


"The rarity, condition and authenticity 


of the coin have to be determined in an 
appraisal," he said. This can sometimes 
be done by just a glance at the coin, but 
Hopkins said he often uses coin grading 
reference books or may even examine it 
under a 400-power microscope. 


ALTHOUGH HOPKINS was unable to 


remember the hardest coin he's ever ap- 
praised, but said, "Handling foreign 
coins usually takes more time. Some 
have taken days and they cost more to 
appraise." 


The condition of the coin is also very 


important to the dealer. "I've seen coins 
that could have been worth $1,000 that 
have been ruined because they were mis- 
handled or had holes drilled through 
them to wear as jewelry," he said. 


"I try to explain these things to people 


that come in here so they'll know how to 
handle coins." 


Many of the coins in Hopkins' shop are 


In mint condition and have never been 
circulated. 


Most coin dealers, he said, will not buy 


a silver certificate dollar bill unless It's 
unfolded and uncirculated. 


A HOT ITEM in coin stores lately are 


pure silver coins, he said. "The value of 
silver has not only causec collectors to 
go after them, but we get a lot of people 
who are interested in just the bulk sil- 
ver." 


Hopkins said the value of his store 


stock varies from day to day from the

constant buying and selling of high- 
priced coins. "There's no way you can 
tell," he said.

"I've had coins for 
one day and someone would come in and 
tell me he's been looking for it for his 
collection for years." 


Expanding his stock to include war rel- 


ics and military accoutrements was 
practically a quirk of fate. 


"I WAS JUST sitting here one day and 


some guy came in and sold me a couple 
of German arm bands and a helmet. I 
sold them in about a week and got more 
and more into collecting them." 


Hopkins said the prospective market 


for the war relics also attracted him to 
dealing in them but said his interest also 
led him to begin reading up on military 
uniforms, inslgnias and weapons. 


Among his war relics are brightly col- 


ored German SS daggers, medals and 
field helmets. Hundreds of military but- 
tons are included in the collection. 


He said about 90 per cent of the relics 


were brought back by soldiers returning 
from the war zones after World War II. 


"A LOT OF THIS stuff was considered 


just junk after the war but the value has 
gone up considerably since then." 


Many of the medals and daggers were 


never used in combat but were saved for 
military ceremonies and are well pre- 
served as a result. 


Hopkins, a Korean War veteran, said a 


surprising amount of war relic collectors 
are younger people.

William Brown, is the Grampa every 


child should have. 


He knows the things Grampos are sup- 


posed to know — what makes apple trees 
grow juicy firm fruit, why cows give 
milk instead of orange pop, how to fix 
broken toys and that first wheezing but 
beautiful jalopy. 


He has time to spin yarn, real ones, 


from when he was a boy. 


And among Brown's boy and girl 


grandchildren, one could almost count a 
whole village. He was there when the vil- 
lage wasn't. And he's still there, in the 
Old Town-New Town heart of Schaum- 
burg. 


It was back In '46 when Brown first 


moved Into the house behind the filling 
station at 33 S. Roselle Rd. Brown was a 
farm boy from Evergreen Park who had 
moved Into Chicago and set up an auto 
repair business In a rented garage. He 
left the city then for the same reasons 
people leave It today. 


BKOWN BOUGHT his house, the filling 


station and the building now fondly 
called The Buttery, on the cast side of 
Roselle Road south of Schaumburg Road.

Brown's cus- 
tomers from, the old Chicago garage fol- 
lowed him to the boondocks, and he 
made a good living. 


"When we moved out here we had 


plenty of work from Chicago," Brown re- 
calls. He speaks with tenderness of the 
cars he worked on then. They were 
"made more simple than today, and 
years ago they were better made." Early 
cars had more differences, individual 
styles, personality. 


HIS DAUGHTER, Florence Hanson, 


tells why the business followed Brown. 
"He was and is a very good mechanic. 
When you treated your customers right, 
they stayed with you." 


Mrs. Hanson was in the seventh grade 


when her parents moved to Schaumburg. 
She shared that grade with only one oth- 
er child, and they attended school In one 
room, with all the other grades. Her 
teacher for two years was Miss Anne Fox 
for whom a Dlst. 54 school is named. 
And Mrs. Hanson now says she learned 
more In two years in a one-room school- 
house than she did in six years in Chi- 
cago schools. 


If schools and automobiles were differ- 


ent in the late 40s, so were a lot of other 
things too. Brown kept a cow, several 
pigs and a large flock of chickens. Fresh 
meat, poultry and dairy products were 
available at his back door. Progress 
brings many changes, and livestock is no 
longer welcome in the limits of a modern 
boom town. 


BUT NOT EVERYTHING changes. 


Brown provided other foods for his table 
from his own yard, in those years just 
before and after 1950. And he still does 
now. That first tender stalk of asparagus 
brings all the freshness of spring to his 
table, picked from his own garden. To-

human residents. He lives in the present, 
but finds the past more to his liking. He 
docs not begrudge newer generations 
their gadgetry and sophistication, but 
these are not for him. 


"I would rather have it like it was 


years ago when we moved here. It was 
better living then. There was warmth 
and sincerity. You never hated your 
neighbor. You knew just about every- 
body. Today, you don't even know your 
neighbor, and you don't want to." 


And Brown has his own idea of the pre-

Officials from more than 65 suburban 


communities which surround O'Harc air- 
port will meet Thursday In an effort to 
form a political coalition aimed at reduc- 
ing noise. 


The session, to be held at 8 p.m. at the 


O'Harc Inn, at Hlggins and Mannheim 
roads In Roscmont, is being organized by 
the newly created O'Hare chapter of the 
N a t i o n a l Organization to Insure a 
Sound-controlled Environment (NOISE). 


"Our goal Is to develop a means of pre- 


senting a unified voice in discussions 
which will be held with airport author- 
ities," said Park Ridge Mayor Martin 
Butler, who Is heading the NOISE effort. 


Members of the NOISE organization 


hope, to work out local procedures for re- 
duclifg noise pollution with official! from 
Chicago. 


THE GROUP, formed last August, Is 


seeking to Improve federal regulation of 
airport noise. 


DCS Plalncs Aid. Alan Abrams, (8th) 


has held a number of meetings with local 
officials of the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration to set up a procedure for making 
recommendations 
concerning 
noise 


abatement procedures. 


Abrams, chairman of the NOISE chap- 


ter's technical committee, has been 
working to obtain Information from the 
FAA regarding local regulations. 


Abrams said the meetings have been 


worthwhile. He also said the committee 
is hoping to gain the cooperation of air- 


lines and the City of Chicago in estab- 
lishing airplane noise regulations for 
O'Hare. 


Abrams said a meeting Is planned with 


representatives from the airlines, but as 
yet Chicago officials have not Indicated 
an interest in the NOISE chapter's ef- 
forts. 


IN ADDITION to local NOISE repre- 


sentatives, the suburban officials will 
hear from Lloyd Hlnton and John Tyler, 
who ore now working as technical con- 
sultants for NOISE. The two men have 
w o r k e d with several governmental 
agencies to develop noise abatement 
regulations. 


Both Hlnton and Tyler will explain the 


most recent Environmental Protection 
Agency actions and suggested remedies 
aimed at reducing aircraft noise in the 
near future. 


Many of the NOISE representatives 


have contended airplane noise could be 
sharply reduced with no effect on safety. 


"Right now no one is doing anything to 


relieve these problems. This despite the 
fact that expert testimony before con- 
gressional hearings, has pointed out that 
substantial reduction In Intensity and 
area of jet noise Impact would result 
right now if simple changes In flight 
procedures were used by all airlines in- 
stead of a very few," Butler explained. 


"O'Hare is here to stay, but plans for 


expansion must be based on some rea- 
sonable, genuine concern for Impact of 
jet aircraft on people and not primarily 
on the economy of Chicago," he added.

A penny saved... 


May be ivorth a small fortune if it's rare; 
and Bob Hopkins can tell you the value

The day the owner of a small DCS 


Plalncs coin shop decided to sell out and 
move to California was the day a hobby 
became a livelihood for Bob Hopkins — 
lie bought tho coin shop. 


Hopkins, 41, worked as an Industrial 


salesman for 14 years, but his penchant 
for coin collecting had been ravenous 
since his childhood days 


"About seven vcars ago," said Hop- 


kins, "I had so many coins in my collec- 
tion that I said to my wife, 'Why don't 
we start dealing in flea markets and coin 
shows and try our hand at It?'" 


THE KESULTS OF that undertaking 


can be seen at Bob and Sonnl's Profes- 
sional Coin Mart, 632 Graceland Avc. 
The shop's display cases glisten with 
such coins as the shiny old-time Ameri- 
can $3 gold piece, the rare 1892 silver 
dollar and the exotic Northeast Indies 
ducat. 


Although no per cent of his business Is 


dealing coins, Hopkins also deals in 
stamps and war relics. 


A professional coin dealer, according 


to Hopkins, docs more than stand behind 
hli counter all day waiting for the cus- 
tomers to pop in, hoping they will buy a 
coin 


Hopkins, who lives In Bufalo Grove, 


spends much time In contact with other 
Chicago-area coin dealers searching for 
valuable coins for his own stock or for 
customers who ask him to find a certain 
coin. 


THE SHOP IS closed Wednesdays, but 


that is no day off for Hopkins. He 
spends those days hunting and search- 
ing far coin* ho or his customers arc af- 
ter. Tho coin dealer also works many 
hours appraising coins, another large 
part of tho business. 


For a minimum fee, Hopkins will tell n 


collector what his coin is worth The ap- 
praising process may take a few min- 
utes, or it may take hours depending on 
the coin, said Hopkins 


"The rarity, condition and authenticity 


of the coin have to bo determined in an 
appraisal," he said. This can sometimes 
be done by just a glance at the coin, but 
Hopkins said he often uses coin grading 
reference books or may even examine it 
under a 400-powcr microscope. 


ALTHOUGH HOPKINS was unable to 


remember the hardest coin lie's ever ap- 
praised, but said, "Handling foreign 
coins usually takes more time Some 
have taken days and they cost more to 
appraise." 


Tho condition of the coin is also very 


Important to the dealer. "I've seen coins 
that could have been worth $1,000 that 
have been ruined because they were mis- 
handled or had holes drilled through 
them to wear as jewelry," ho said. 


"I try to explain these things to people 


that come in here so they'll know how to 
handle coins." 


Many of tho coins In Hopkins' shop arc 


in mint condition and have never been 
circulated 


Most coin dealers, ho said, will not buy 


a silver certificate dollar bill unless it's 
unfolded and uncirculated. 


A HOT ITEM in coin stores lately arc 


pure silver coins, he said. "The value of 
silver has not only caused collectors to 
go after them, but we get a lot of people 
who arc interested in just tho bulk sil- 
ver." 


Hopkins said tho value of his store 


stock varies from day to day from the 
constant buying and selling of high- 


priced coins "There's no way you can 
tell," he said "No coin dealer can have 
everything, no matter how large his 
stock is." 


He said some of the coins have been on 


his shelves as little as 20 minutes or as 
long as two years "I've had coins for 
one day and someone would come in and 
tell me he's been looking for it for his 
collection for years " 


Expanding his stock to include war rel- 


ics and military accoutrements was 
practically a quirk of fate. 


"I WAS JUST sitting here one day and 


some guy came in and sold me a couple 
of German arm bands and a helmet I 
sold them in about a week and got more 
and more into collecting them." 


Hopkins said the prospective market 


for the war relics also attracted him to 
dealing in them but said his interest also 
led him to begin reading up on military 
uniforms, Inslgnias and weapons. 


Among his war relics are brightly col- 


ored German SS daggers, medals and 
field helmets Hundreds of military but- 
tons arc included In the collection 


He said about 90 per cent of the relics 


were brought back by soldiers returning 
from the war zones after World War II 


"A LOT OF THIS stuff was considered 


just junk after the war but the value has 
gone up considerably since then " 


Many of the medals and daggers were 


never used in combat but were saved for 
military ceremonies and are well pre- 
served as n result. 


Hopkins, a Korean War veteran, said a 


surprising amount of war relic collectors 
are younger people. "Some even have 
long hair and beards and most of them 
were probably born years after the war, 
but they still collect the relics."

yet Chicago officials have not indicated 
an Interest in the NOISE chapter's ef- 
forts. 


IN ADDITION to local NOISE repre- 


sentatives, the suburban officials will 
hear from Lloyd Hlnton and John Tyler, 
who are now working as technical con- 
sultants for NOISE. The two men have 
w o r k e d with several governmental 
agencies to develop noise abatement 
regulations. 


Both Hlnton and Tyler will explain the 


most recent Environmental Protection 
Agency actions and suggested remedies 
aimed at reducing aircraft noise in the 
near future. 


Many of the NOISE representatives 


have contended airplane noise could be 
sharply reduced with no effect on safety. 


"Right now no one Is doing anything to 


relieve these problems. This despite the 
fact that expert testimony before con- 
gressional hearings, has pointed out that 
substantial reduction in intensity and 
area of jet noise Impact would result 
right now If simple changes In flight 
procedures were used by all airlines In- 
stead of a very few," Butler explained. 


"O'Harc is here to stay, but plans for 


expansion must be based on some rea- 
sonable, genuine concern for Impact of 
jet aircraft on people and not primarily 
on the economy of Chicago," he added.

Vandals cause $3,500 park damage 


Vandals have caused $3,500 in damage 


to Rolling Meadows parks during the last 
six months, according to park district di- 
rector Stephen Person. 


Person said the hardest hit were tennis 


courts where lights have been broken 
and the electric meter destroyed three 
times. 


"The tennis courts were never van- 


dalized as hard as they were this year," 
Person said. "Neither was- the play- 
ground equipment," he added. 


Goalposts at Snlk Park were torn down 


twice and replaced by park district per- 
sonnel. The third time vandals chopped 
the posts down. 


"How can a kid walk around with a 


hand ax without being seen by parents or 
somebody?" asked Person. He thinks 
that if the vandals had been under prop- 
er parent supervision, they would never 
have obtained an ax in the first place, 


much less chopped down park district 
goal posts. 


Both he and Police Chief Lewis Case 


put most of the blame for vandalism on 
parents. To combat the increasing tide of 
malicious mischief, police patrols of the 
area may be increased. 


THE PARK DISTRICT and police have 


been working together since last spring 
to stem the rising tide of vandalism. The 
park district agreed to help pay for spe- 
cial police protection at an annual cost of 
$10,000 or an estimated 60 per cent of the 
extra costs. 


In the past, the park district has hired 


a private security firm to guard the in- 
side of buildings at an annual charge of 
$3,500. The outside was guarded by police 
on their regular rounds throughout the 
city. 


Case said Rolling Meadows police now 


drive into the city parks and walk 
around the area to deter vandals. The 


police only guard the inside of buildings 
on special occasions when large crowds 
are expected. 


Person said the Rolling Meadows in- 


cidence of vandalism is not higher or 
lower than vandalism in other area park 
districts. 


A SURVEY OF surrounding park dis- 


tricts showed all except two were facing 
increasing vandalism. Both Mount Pros- 
pect and Schaumburg said their van- 
dalism is fairly stable since they insti- 


tuted a policy of prosecuting all vandals 
caught. 


Mount Prospect also has sued parents 


under a 1969 state law that allows public 
bodies such as park districts to sue par- 
ents for up to $300 for damage to public 
property caused by their children. 


"I think vandalism has always been a 


problem in the suburbs and always will 
be," Person said. "This is something 
that has been causing taxpayers money 
for years and years and years."

Revised figures on the estimated popu- 


lation of Rolling Meadows show the num- 
ber of residents in the city may be as 
much as 6,775 more than the 19,200 offi- 
cial figure. 


The figures presented last night to the 


city's Finance, Ordinance and Judiciary 
Committee show that apartments built in 
the city after the 1970 census could hold 
as many as 3,304 persons who were not 
included in the 1970 federal count 


The number of persons is Important to 


the city because income tax rebates and 
motor fuel tax funds to the city from the 
state are based on population. Each per- 
son means about $15 for the city. 


If the figures presented last night are 


accurate, it could mean the addition of 
as much as $101,625 in yearly tax reve- 
nue. • 


THE CITY HAS already voted to hold 


a special census in the spring or summer 
of 1974. An appropriation not to exceed 
$10,000 for this census has been author- 
ized by the city council. 


The census must be conducted under 


the supervision of the federal Bureau of 


the Census. The cost of next year's cen- 
sus is expected to be near $8,000. 


The city is expected by the end of the 


year to send to the Bureau of the Census 
reports on city land annexations, bound- 
ary maps, as well as partial payment for 
the census. 


Figures presented last night were 


based on estimates of three to four per- 
sons living in apartment units and four 
to five persons living in homes. Included 
in the tally were the Algonquin Park 
Apartments, the Sugar Plum Apart- 
ments, the Park Meadow Condominiums 
under construction on Kirchoff Road and 
the Kuntze subdivision, all built after the 
1970 census." 


The city also has five other apartment 


complexes and three other single-family 
home subdivisions which were built after 
the 1970 census. 


The minimum population increase is 


expected to be about 5,000 persons, the 
figures show. 


If the city's population increases to

A penny saved... 


May be worth a small fortune if it's rare: 
and Bob Hopkins can tell you the value 


by JOHN MACS 


The day the owner of a small DCS 


Plaincs coin shop decided to sell out and 
move to California was the day a hobby 
became a livelihood for Bob Hopkins — 
he bought the coin shop. 


Hopkins, 41. worked as an Industrial 


salesman for 14 years, but his penchant 
for coin collecting had been ravenous 
since his childhood days. 


"About seven years ago," said Hop- 


kins, "I had so many coins In my collec- 
tion that I said to my wife, 'Why don't 
we start dealing in flea markets and coin 
shows and try our hand at it?' " 


THE RESULTS OF that undertaking 


can be seen at Bob and Sonni's Profes- 
sional Cain Mart, 032 Graccland Avc. 
The shop's display cases glisten with 
such coins as the shiny old-time Ameri- 
can S3 gold piece, the rare 1892 silver 
dollar ami the exotic Northeast Indies 
ducat. 


Although 80 per cent of his business is 


dealing coins, Hopkins also deals in 
stamps and war relics. 


A professional coin dealer, according 


to Hopkins, docs marc than stand behind 
his counter all day waiting for the cus- 
tomers to pop in, hoping they will buy a 
coin. 


Hopkins, who lives In Bufalo Grove, 


spends much time in contact with other 
Chicago-area coin dealers searching for 
valuable coins for his own slock or for 
customers who ask him to find a certain 
coin. 


THE SHOP IS closed Wednesdays, but 


that Is no day off for Hopkins. He 
spends those days hunting and search- 
ing for coins he or his customers arc af- 
ter. The coin dealer also works many 
hours appraising coins, another large 
part of tho business. 


For a minimum fee, Hopkins will tell a 


collector what his coin is worth. The ap- 
praising process may take a few min- 
utes, or it may take hours depending on 
the coin, said Hopkins. 


"The rarity, condition and authenticity 


of the coin have to be determined in an 
appraisal," he snld. This can sometimes 
be done by just a glance at the coin, but 
Hopkins said he often uses coin grading 
reference books or may even examine it 
under a 400-powor microscope. 


ALTHOUGH HOPKINS was unable to 


remember the hardest coin he's ever op- 
praised, but said, "Handling foreign 
coins usually takes more time. Some 
have taken days and they cost more to 
appraise." 


The condition of the coin is also very 


Important to the dealer. "I've seen coins 
that could have been worth $1,000 that 
have been ruined because they were mis- 
handled or had holes drilled through 
them to wear as jewelry," he said. 


"I try to explain these things to people 


that come in here so they'll know how to 
handle coins." 


Many of the coins In Hopkins' shop arc 


in mint condition and have never been 
circulated. 


Most coin dealers, he said, will not buy 


a silver certificate dollar bill unless It's 
unfolded and uncirculated. 


A HOT ITEM in coin stores lately arc 


pure silver coins, he said. "The value of 
silver has not only caused collectors to 
go after them, but we get a lot of people 
who arc Interested in just the bulk sil- 
ver." 


Hopkins said the value of his store 


stock varies from day to day from the 
constant buying and selling of high- 


priced coins. "There's no way you can 
tell," he said. "No coin dealer can have 
everything, no matter how large his 
stock is." 


He said some of the coins have been on 


his shelves as little as 20 minutes or as 
long as two years. "I've had coins for 
one day and someone would come in and 
tell me he's been looking for it for his 
collection for years." 


Expanding his stock to include war rel- 


ics and military accoutrements was 
practically a quirk of fate. 


"1 WAS JUST sitting here one day and 


some guy came in and sold me a couple 
of German arm bands and a helmet. I 
sold them In about a week and got more 
and more Into collecting them." 


Hopkins said the prospective market 


for the war relics also attracted him to 
dealing in them but said his interest also 
led him to begin reading up on military 
uniforms, tnslgnias and weapons. 


Among his war relics arc brightly col- 


ored German SS daggers, medals and 
field helmets. Hundreds of military but- 
tons are included in the collection. 


He said about 90 per cent of the relics 


were brought back by soldiers returning 
from the war zones after World War II. 


"A LOT OF THIS stuff was considered 


just junk after the war but the value has 
gone up considerably since then." 


Many of the medals and daggers were 


never used in combat but were saved for 
military ceremonies and ore well pre- 
served as a result. 


Hopkins, a Korean War veteran, said a 


surprising amount of war relic collectors 
are younger people. "Some even have 
long hair and beards and most of them 
were probably born years after the war, 
but they still collect the relics."

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Due to scavenger wage increases 
Garbage rates may go up in 
Hoffman and Schaumburg 


by JERRY THOMAS 


Unless scavenger service firms arc 


willing tn settle far a reduced profit, 
Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg resi- 
dents will be paying more next year for 
garbage pickup. 


Earlier this month the Chicago and 


Suburban Refuse Disposal Association, 
which represents nrca scavenger ser- 
vices, successfully won a contract that 
could boost the overage garbage collec- 
tor's wages by more than 50 per cent in 
tho next three years. 


Hoffman Estates Village Mgr. George 


Longmcycr said "this can't help but 
raise scavenger costs, unless the com- 
panies arc willing to settle for less prof- 
It." 


Ho pointed out Hoffman Estates resi- 


dents will not experience an Immediate 
monthly bill increase because the village 
contracts with a service and residents; 
pay for this service In taxes. 


"But eventually they will pay," 
he 


added. 


Longmcycr asked the village board 


last night to extend its present scavenger 
service contract with Browning Ferris 
Industries of Illinois, Inc., for 120 days, 
until April 3, 1974. However, the board 
voted to defer action one week until 
Longmcycr learns If Browning Ferris is 
willing to grant the extension. 


"OUR CONTRACT with Browning Fer- 


ris expires Dec. 31 of this year, and I 
want nn extension while we finalize eval- 
uation of a bag program," said Long- 
mcycr. 


"Obviously a bag program means pur- 


chase of holders and bags and such, and 
this too could mean a higher initial 
charge, but could mean a lower cost for 
service," ho added. 


Longmcycr said "bagged refuse takes 


less man power to handle and this could 
mean a reduction In costs." 


Longmcycr noted the village will not 


take any action to institute a different 
garbage disposal service without first 
holding a public meeting to obtain resi- 
dent's opinions. 


"I can't be really sure our garbage 


costs will go up until we seek bids for the 
next contract," said Longmeyer. "I as- 
sume though, that it will be the old story. 
If it costs them more, then obviously we 
will pay more for service, unless scaven- 
ger firms absorb some of the cost and 
give some profits up," he stated. 


"If the village's costs for service are 


raised, we too will have to decide If we 
raise taxes, absorb the increase in our 
budget or short change something else. 
In any case, the residents of Hoffman 
Estates will pay," he said. 


Schaumburg residents contract Individ- 


ually for scavenger service. Any price 
increase for service would be negotiated 
directly between residents and the com- 
pany.

'Worst-ever' 
vandalism 
hits parks 


Extensive vandalism to Hoffman Es- 


tates Park District vehicles and mainte- 
nance garage on Higgins Road is being 
investigated by Hoffman Estates Police. 


Al Binder, park district director, said 


the weekend's vandalism is the worst 
ever experienced by the district. Equip- 
ment and tools valued at $1,000 were sto- 
len, adding costs beyond repair of the 
vandalism damage. 


Binder said someone climbed a secur- 


ity fence and wenched a steel door from 
its frame to enter the garage sometime 
between Friday evening and Monday 
morning, when the theft and damage 
were discovered. 


The park district vehicles were all 


parked in the garage. 


Headlights on several vehicles were 


smashed and the dump truck windshield 
was shattered. Radio communications 
antennas and equipment were stolen 
from several vehicles, and several pieces 
of small equipment and hand tools were 
taken. 


VEHICLES AND equipment owned by 


Avandalc Landscaping Co., parked in the 
outdoor lot adjoining the garage, also 
sustained damage. 


Binder said a power control box was 


broken into and smashed. The vandals 
shut off all power to the garage, recrea- 
tional building and offices at the dis- 
trict's Vagelei Park office, 630 Higgins 
Rd. 


"If we had experienced a heavy frost 


over the weekend, damage would have 
been more severe because without elec- 
trical power or heat, the water pipes 
would have frozen and burst," said Bind- 
er. 


Binder said this the third time the 


control box has been broken into. On oth- 
er occasions, it has been shut off but not 
smashed. 


"I am seriously concerned about in- 


creased vandalism and at a loss to ex- 
plain why most of it is concentrated on 
the Vogelci Park facility," said Binder. 


"THE PARK HAS been vandalized 


repeatedly in the past four months, to 
the tune of about Si.500 of damage, since 
new park equipment has been installed. 
But this vandalism and combined theft Is 
the worst single incident the park district 
has experienced," he added. 


"In the past year, the park district has 


suffered about $10,000 worth of damage 
to property and equipment," he said. 


Binder intends to suggest the Park 


Board hire an off-duty policeman for eve- 
ning surveillance. "The district is in the 
process of preparing a budget and it's 
time we stopped talking about how to 
curb vandalism and take concrete steps 
to stop it," he said. 


The Hoffman Estates detectives divi- 


sion is working on the case, and has 
promised increased patrol of all park 
areas, he added. 


"We have In the past, and do now have 


cooperation from the police and are now 
asking residents to help by reporting any 
suspicious actions to police," he said.

tcr's technical committee, has been 
working to obtain information from the 
FAA regarding local regulations. 


Abrams said the meetings have been 


worthwhile. He also said the committee 
is hoping to gain the cooperation of air- 
lines and the City of Chicago in estab- 
lishing airplane noise regulations for 
O'Hare. 


Abrams said a meeting Is planned with 


representatives from the airlines, but as 
yet Chicago officials have not indicated 
an interest in the NOISE chapter's ef- 
forts. 


IN ADDITION to local NOISE repre- 


sentatives, the suburban officials will 
hear from Lloyd Hinton and John Tyler, 
who are now working as technical con- 
sultants for NOISE. The two men have 
w o r k e d with several governmental 
agencies to develop noise abatement 
regulations. 


Both Hinton and Tyler will explain the 


most recent Environmental Protection 
Agency actions and suggested remedies 
aimed at reducing aircraft noise In the 
near future. 


Many of the NOISE representatives 


have contended airplane noise could be 
sharply reduced with no effect on safety. 


"Right now no one is doing anything to 


relieve these problems. This despite the 
fact that expert testimony before con- 
gressional hearings, has pointed out that 
substantial reduction In intensity and 
area of jet noise impact would result 
right now if simple changes in flight 
procedures were used by all airlines in- 
stead of a very few," Butler explained. 


"O'Hare is here to stay, but plans for 


expansion must be based on some rea- 
sonable, genuine concern for impact of 
jet aircraft on people and not primarily 
on the economy of Chicago," he added. 


Grampa 


Farmer Broivn; lie's part 


of Schaumburg's history...

William Brown Is the Grampa every 


child should have. 


He knows the tilings Grampas arc sup- 


posed to know — what makes apple trees 
grow juicy firm fruit, why cows give 
milk instead of orange pop, how to fix 
broken toys and that first wheezing but 
beautiful jalopy. 


He has time to spin yarn, real ones, 


from when he was a boy. 


And among Brown's boy and gill 


grandchildren, one could almost count a 
whole village. He was there when the vil- 
lage wasn't. And he's still there, in the 
Old Town-New Town heart of Schaum- 
burg. 


It was back in '46 when Brown first 


moved into the house behind the filling 
station at 33 S. Rosclle Rd. Brown was a 
farm boy from Evergreen Park who had 
moved into Chicago and set up an auto 
repair business in a rented garage He 
left the city then for the same reasons 
people leave it today. 


BROWN BOUGHT his house, the filling 


station and the building now fondly 
called The Buttery, on the east side of 
Rosclle Road south of Schaumburg Road 
When Brown purchased the ground and 
buildings, the large barn-shaped struct- 
ure was called The Creamery. He and 
his family still call it that. 


Schaumburg Road was paved then, be- 


tween Plum Grove and Springinsguth, 
and Roselle Road was cement 


Just fine for cars coming from Chi- 


cago, and come they did. Brown's cus- 
tomers from the old Chicago garage fol- 
lowed him to the boondocks, and he 
made a good living. 


"When we moved out here we had 


plenty of work from Chicago," Brown re- 
calls. He speaks with tenderness of the 
cars he worked on then. They were 
"made more simple than today, and 
years ago they were better made." Early 
cars had more differences, individual 
styles, personality. 


HIS DAUGHTER. Florence Hanson, 


tells why the business followed Brown. 
"He was and is a very good mechanic. 
When you treated your customers right, 
they stayed with you." 


Mrs. Hanson was In the seventh grade 


when her parents moved to Schaumburg. 
She shared that grade with only one oth- 
er child, and they attended school In one 
room, with all the other grades. Her 
teacher for two years was Miss Anne Fox 
for whom a Dist. 54 school is named. 
And Mrs. Hanson now says she learned 
more in two years in a one-room school- 
house than she did In six years m Chi- 
cago schools. 


If schools and automobiles were differ- 


ent in the late 40s, so were a lot of other 
things too. Brown kept a cow, several 
pigs and a large flock of chickens. Fresh 
meat, poultry and dairy products were 
available at his back door. Progress 
brings many changes, and livestock is no 
longer welcome in the limits of a modern 
boom town. 


BUT NOT EVERYTHING changes. 


Brown provided other foods for his table 
from his own yard, in those years just 
before and after 1950. And he still does 
now. That first tender stalk of asparagus 


brings all the freshness of spring to his 
table, picked from his own garden To- 
matoes, cucumbers and other summer 
produce arc there for the picking. 


And while Brown sold The Buttery In 


1963, and retired from auto repair work 
in 1964. he still has customers from Chi- 
cago. They come, not to sen ice their 
cars, but to feed their bodies with apples, 
plums, peaches and pears, grown in the 
small orchard he still owns. 


Brown spends his retirement tending 


his trees — grafting branches rich in nat- 
ural gems to other strong trees, to con- 
tinue the purest strains. Not only does 
Brown sell the finest in established vari- 
eties of fruit, according to reputation, but 
he sometimes develops his own new 
strains. There is a Farmer Brown's 
Apple, born and bred at Schaumburg 
and Rosclle roads. 


TO SOMC. Brown might be the Edsel 


or even the Huppmobile of Schaumburg's 
human residents He lives in the present, 
but finds the past more to his liking. He 
does not begrudge newer generations 
their gadgctry and sophistication, but 
these arc not for him.

Some 34 busincssscs 
fall within the six-block stretch. 


The W. Prospect Avenue area also Is 


heavily populated by businesses. The 
current alleys, which consist of gravel In 
most sections, nrc used for employe 
parking and deliveries. 


Improvement!! could be expected to in- 


clude widening and paving of the alley 
and proper drainage. 


Moore said the cost will be estimated 


after the scope of the project Is decided. 
At that time, the breakdown of the cost 
between the village nnd the adja- 
cent property owners will be set. 


THK HOARD of Local Improvements 


is awaiting a copy of a study completed 
a few years ago of the E. Northwest 
Highway project by Consocr Townscnd 
and Associates, a Chicago engineering 
consulting firm.

THE INCREASED cost would have to

For example, if the price ceiling is lift-

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Muir School exhibits 
old-time travel methods

The learning center at John Mulr 


School In Dtst. 23, Prospect Heights, 
resembles an antique transportation 
show that might draw Henry Ford, 
Casey Jones and Christopher Colum- 
bus. 


• A replica of a vintage 1893 Duryca 
automobile stands In one corner, an 
1835 third class coach railroad car 
and pioneer covered wagon dominate 
the center of the room. A Spanish 
Galleon ship appears ready to set 
sail for the high seas In another cor- 
ner. 


The vehicles were all built by 


fourth-and fifth-graders as part of 
their study of different modes of 
transportation. 


The purpose of the project was to 


encourage students to learn by doing. 
The concept Is the basis for the 
"Tnba" method of teaching social 
studies and other subjects that Is 
used at the school. 


NAMED FOR A California educa- 


tor who originated the idea, the 
"Taba" method stresses Individual 
student research. Each child explor- 
es a particular area of a subject that 


Interests him and reports back to his 
classmates. Building the vehicles 
was the research technique chosen 
by several of the students. 


"The Taba method Is based on the 


philosophy that it's not the subject 
matter that Is most Important, but 
rather the method of finding it out," 
said Jim Fink, principal. "Of course, 
.the concepts arc important, but the 
kids naturally pick them up In their 
research." 


In addition to building the vehicles, 


other students looked Into related 
subjects such as travel safety, fea- 
tures of various modes of trans- 
portation and how early vehicles 
were used. 


In building the vehicles, Fink 


pointed out that students had the op- 
portunity to use a variety of skills. 


"It was a chance for the children 


to become Involved in more than one 
way — not just by reading," he said. 
"Building the early car, for example, 
allowed the kids to cooperate using 
the various strengths they have. 
There was math involved in measur- 
ing things, artistic talent needed plus 
the research."

tage I 893, was one of several rep- 
licas of early transportation ve- 
hicles built recently by fourth-and 
fifth-graders at John Muir School, 
Dist. 23, Prospect Heights. The 


students built the car, a covered 
wagon, a railroad car and Span- 
ish galleon ship as part of their 
research on transportation.

Environment group eyes 3rd recycle station 


The Arlington Heights Environmental 


Control Commission (ECO is eyeing a 
third recycling station near a central 
area of the village in an attempt to re- 
juvenate the recycling effort. 


The recycling committee of the com- 


mission met last night to discuss the es- 
tablishment of the recycling- center for 
paper and glass Immediately north of the 
municipal building near the Hill-Bchan 
Lumber Co. 


Members of the committee, along with 


members of various Arlington Heights 
and area civic associations, tentatively 
decided to open the recycling station In 
January and operate on a dally basis. 


Residents will be able to bring In glass 


and paper to be recycled between 7 a.m. 
and 5 p.m., with an attendant working 
near closing time to oversee the station. 


The commission will draw up plans to 


present to village officials in the near 
future. If approved, the ECC plans to 
launch a massive campaign to encourage 
residents to recycle paper and glass. 


"IF WE CAN SHOW people that It's 


economical to recycle, then they might 
bo more enthusiastic," said Marilyn 
Macko, head of the recycling committee. 


The present plan to stir up publicity on 


recycling includes: 


• Getting active participation by vari- 
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ous groups, who will receive a share of 
profits. 


• Informing residents of recycling by 


public service announcements through lo- 
cal radio and television stations. 


• Distributing free literature through 


merchants and businesses and door knob 
hangers to homes, as well as using auto 
stickers and the village newsletter. 


• Displaying new metal signs that are 


easily distinguishable. 


• Presenting and making available In- 


formative movies and slide presenta- 
tions. 


Costs of operating the third station and 


advertising efforts hopefully will be fi- 
nanced by increased recycling activity, 
said Mrs. Macko.

Library may 
send collector 
to YOUR home 


Borrowers of long overdue library 


books beware. Keep those books too 
long and the Arlington Heights >5c- 
morial Library will send someone to 
ring your doorbell and retreive them. 


Officials at the library are ex- 


perimenting with a new program 
that would enable the library1 to col- 
lect long overdue books from borrow- 
ers who have not responded to the 
library's two overdue notices and a 
letter. 


The library sends one of its secur- 


ity officers out on Saturdays to 
homes of the culprits. He collects the 


books and fines if the patrons want 
to pay him. 


"He is told to ask for the books and 


the fines if they (patrons) want to 
pay," said Frank Dempsey, execu- 
tive librarian. "This is only for 
serious offenders who ignore our 
pleas to return the books." 


THE LIBRARY has tried the idea 


just once so far. A security officer 
went to several homes one Saturday 
and got books back from a few pa- 
trons. 


"People with overdue books he vis- 


ited didn't seem to mind," said Dem- 
psey. "The last thing we want to do 
is to offend anyone." 


The library has chosen a security 


officer with an "even temper" for 
the job for which he is paid $3 an 
hour. The officer's regular duty is to 
oversee the library during evening 
hours. 


Other library personnel qualify for 


the job, but according to Dempsey, 
librarians are trained to be librar- 
ians. He said that the security offi- 
cer is more suitable for the job. 


"Libraries have been getting mate- 


rials back like this for many years," 
said Dempsey, a former library ex- 
ecutive at Berkeley, Calif. He added 
that in Berkeley, the library there 
had once hired Western Union mes- 
sengers to retrieve long overdue 
books. "It was successful there," he 
said. 


But Dempsey is unsure about the 


continuation of this method in Arling- 
ton Heights. Library delinquents may 
not be home at the time the officer 
colls. Some residents may be of- 
fended at the idea. "We have to get 
the materials back — they belong to 
the citizens," he said. "We'll justify 
(the method) in terms of getting ma- 
terials returned."

The- day tho owner of a small DCS 


Plaincs coin shop decided to sell out and 
move to California was the day a hobby 
became a livelihood for Bob Hopkins — 
he bought the coin shop. 


Hopkins, 41, worked as an industrial 


salesman for 14 years, but his penchant 
for coin collecting had been ravenous 
since his childhood days. 


"About seven years ago," said Hop- 


kins, "I had so many coins In my collec- 
tion that I said to my wife, 'Why don't 
we start dealing In flea markets and coin 
shows and try our hand at it?' " 


THE HESCLTS OF that undertaking 


can be seen at Bob and Sonnl's Profes- 
sional Coin Mart, 652 Graceland Avc. 
The shop's display cases glisten with 
such coins as tho shiny old-time Ameri- 
can $3 gold piece, the rare 1892 silver 
dollar and the exotic Northeast Indies 
ducat. 


Although 80 per cent of his business is 


dealing coins, Hopkins also deals in 
stamps and war relics. 


A professional coin dealer, according 


to Hopkins, does more than stand behind 
his counter all day waiting for the cus- 
tomers to pop in, hoping they will buy a 
coin. 


Hopkins, who lives In Bufalo Grove, 


spends much time in contact with oilier 
Chicago-area coin dealers searching for 
valuable coins for his own stock or for 
customers who ask him to find a certain 
coin. 


THE SHOP IS closed Wednesdays, but 


that is no day off for Hopkins. He 
spends those days hunting and search- 
Ing for coins he or his customers are af- 
ter. The coin dealer also works many 
hours appraising coins, another large 
part of the business. 


For a minimum fee, Hopkins will tell n 


collector what his coin is worth. The ap- 
praising process jmay take a few min- 
utes, or it may take hours depending on 
the coin, said Hopkins. 


Unregistered tenant 
sought by police 


Arlington Heights police arc searching 


for a man who found his own solution to 
the problem of high housing costs. 


According to police reports, someone 


set up housekeeping in a storage locker 
of the Brandenberry Apartments, 2315 E. 
Olive, last week. Police said tennants of 
the building reported hearing voices and 
music coming from the locker area. 


Upon investigation, police said they 


found a cot, a clock and a radio in one of 
the 8 by 10 foot lockers. The unregistered 
tenant was not at home, police said. 


Police are continuing their in- 


vestigation. 


"The rarity, condition and authenticity 


of the coin have to be determined in an 
appraisal," he said. This can sometimes 
be done by just a glance at the coin, but 
Hopkins said he often uses coin grading 
reference books or may even examine it 
under a 400-powcr microscope. 


ALTHOUGH HOPKINS was unable to 


remember the hardest coin he's ever ap- 
praised, but said, "Handling foreign 
coins usually takes more time. Some 
have taken days and they cost more to 
appraise." 


The condition of the coin is also very 


Important to the dealer. "I've seen coins 
that could have been worth $1,000 that 
have been ruined because they were mis- 
handled or had holes drilled through 
them to wear as jewelry," he said. 


"I try to explain these things to people 


that come in here so they'll know how to 
handle coins." 


Many of the coins In Hopkins' shop are 


in mint condition and have never been 
circulated. 


Most coin dealers, he said, will not buy 


a silver certificate dollar bill unless it's 
unfolded and uncirculated. 


A HOT ITEM in coin stores lately arc 


pure silver coins, he said. "The value of 
silver has not only caused collectors to 
go after them, but we get a lot of people 
who arc interested In just the bulk sil- 
ver." 


Hopkins said the value of his store 


stock varies from day to day from the 
constant buying and selling of high- 
priced coins. "There's no way you can 
tell," he said. "No coin denier can have 
everything, no matter how large his 
stock is." 


He said some of the coins have been on 


his shelves as little as 20 minutes or as 
long as two years. "I've had coins for 
one day and someone would come in and 
tell me he's been looking for it for his 
collection for years." 


Expanding his stock to include war rel- 


ics and military accoutrements was 
practically a quirk of fate. 


"I WAS JUST sitting here one day and 


some guy came in and sold me a couple 
of German arm bands and a helmet. I 
sold them in about a week and got more 
and more into collecting them." 


Hopkins said the prospective market 


for the war relics also attracted him to 
dealing in them but said his Interest also 
led him to begin reading up on military 
uniforms, insignias and weapons. 


Among his war relics are brightly col- 


ored German SS daggers, medals and 
field helmets. Hundreds of military but- 
tons are Included in the collection. 


He said about 90 per cent of the relics 


were brought back by soldiers returning 
from the war zones after World War II. 


"A LOT OF THIS stuff was considered 


just junk after the war but the value has 
gone up considerably since then." 


Many of the medals and daggers were 


never used in combat but were saved for 
military ceremonies and are well pre- 
served as a result. 


Hopkins, a Korean War veteran, said a 


surprising amount of war relic collectors 
are younger people. "Some even have 
long hair and beards and most of them 
were probably born years after the war, 
but they still collect the relies."
